Fulton and the Clermont. 

The first trip of Robert Fulton up 
the Hudson river in the Clermont was 
thus described tn the American Citl- 
zen of Aug, 17, 1810: 

“Mr, Fulton's Ingenious Steam Boat, 
invented with a View to the Naviga- 
thon of The Mississippi from New Or- 
leans upwards, Sails today from the 
North River, near the State Prison, to 
Albany. The Velosity of The Steam 
Boat is Calculated at four miles an 
hour, It is said that it will make a 
progress of two against The Current 
of The Mississipp!, and If so it will 
certulnly be a very valuable acqulst- 
tlon to the Commerce of the Western 
States.” 

According to Edward Hagaman 
Hall's history, the Clermont made the 
trip to Albany in thirty-two hours. 
The state prison referred to stood on 
the block in New York now bounded 
by Washington, West Tenth, West and 
Charles Streets, in old Greenwich vil- 
lage. 


Vessels That Failed. 

There was a time when it was be- 
Neved possible to prevent seasickness 
by means of specially constructed ves- 
sels, says the London Chronicle. The 
Calais-Douvres, a twin ship, was used 
on the channel service for many years. 
Great things were expected from this, 
but she proved a slow boat, and her 
passengers were by no mans immune 
from seasickuess. Another attempt ip 
this direction was the Castalia, In 
which the saloon was suspended like 
a hammock with a view to minimizing 
the pitching and rolling. This turned 
out an utter failure. If the rolling 
was less than in ordinary vessels the 
pitehing was quite as bad and, more- 
over, the swinginy mechanism occa- 
sionally stuck.

He dismounted and, bis 
arms crossed on his breast, remained 
standing in the middle of the road. 

“Soldiers of the Fifth, he said in a 
loud tone—‘soldiers of the Fifth, do 
you recognize me? 

“Yes, yes!’ they all replied. 

“Then Nupoleou, throwing open his 
gray cloak with a dramatic gesture 
and pointing to his breast with his 
bands, replied: 

“If there is one among you who 
wishes to kill his general, his emperor, 
he can do it. Here I am!’ 

“The response was uuanimous, sub- 
lime; ‘Long live the emperor! Long 
live the emperor!’

A couple or 3 weeks ago, when 
discouraging on the present condi- 
tion and future prospects of Wo- 
burn the JournaL predicted that 
the Federal Census of 1910 would 
show that this city had more than 
held its own during the last decade 
in point of population, and the 
official reports received a fow 
days ago from the Census Bureau 
prove the correctness of what we 
said. 

In 1900 the number of inhabi- 
tants in Woburn was 14,254; in 
1910 it is 15,808, showing a gain 
of 1,054, a fair percent under any 
circumstances, and a remarkable 
one considering the business hand- 
icaps the city has had to contend 
with during that period. Instead 
of a gain many people believed 
the Census report would disclose 
a falling off in Woburn’s popula- 
tlon, and, of course, they were 
pleasantly disappointed. 

Evidently the tide has turned 
in favor of this town, and from 
now on, for years, there may be 
confidently expected a large, 
steady, solid increase in its popu- 
lation, business, wealth, and gen- 
eral prosperity.

The Celebration, 


Tue Wosurn Mecuawic PHaLanx 
was organized and its first officers 
chosen on October 1, 1835. Samuel 
B. White, whose portrait hung on the 
wall of the Armory at the Company’s 
banquet last Monday evening, was 
elected Captain; Lieutenant, Luther 
Wyman ; Eosigo, William Woodberry ; 
Ist. Sergt. and Olerk, Charles L 
Moore; 2nd Sergt., Norris Nichole; 
8d, A. J. Reid; 4th, John Wyman; 
1st Corp. Benjamin Boswall; 2nd, 
Thomas Furlong : 3d, Timothy Foster ; 
4th, Isaac S. Alley; Treasurer, Amos 
F. Burgess. ‘The eleetion was held 
‘tio Mr. Beunett’s meetinghouse, Wo- 
buro,” at 38 o'clock, Oct. 1, 1885, 
therefore, the Company was 75 years 
old last Saturday, and the anuiversary 
wns observed io a manner highly 
creditable to everybody concerned in 
it. 

Oo October 1, 1885, the 50th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Com- 
pany was celebrated on an elaborate 
scale, and duly reported, accompanied 
with a full and complete history of the 
Company, prefaced by extended com- 
ments on the military spirit that has 
always existed in the old town of Wo- 
burn, and brief accounts of its partici: 
pation of its men in fights with the In- 
diuns, through the intervening years to 
the end of the Civil War, in the 
Wosurn JouRNAL on Oct. 2, 1885, 
the report occupying six columns of 
this paper. 

Several preliminary meetings were 
held at which plans were laid out for 
the celebration and to atart the machin- 
ery for it. A bigh degree of enthusi- 
asm over the coming event was exper- 
ienced and expressed all over the town, 
and preparations for it went on swim 
mingly. Col. William T. Grammer 
was chosen President of the Day, and 
the necessary committees were ap- 
pointed. 

Curious to relute, Captain Edwin 
F, Wyer was appointed Chairman of 
the Executive Committee and Toast- 
master at the evening banquet, the 
same two important and honorable 
positions which he so wel! filled io the 
celebration last Mondwy—25 years 
after; Marcns Eaton Treasurer, and 
Thomas H. Hill Secretaries. 

The dinner was apread in the base- 
ment of the Sun Electrie Light factory, 
which was beautifully decorated by 
Gen. Beale of Boston; and a promen 
ade concert was given in Carter's Skat- 
ing Academy. Both were attended by 
bundreds of delighted people from 
home and abroad. 


The Woburn Brass Band, Thomas 
J. Marrinan, Leader, furnished music 
for the parade; and J. Howard Rich- 
ardsou’s Boston Ochestra did similar 
service for the promenade “uocert. 
The postprandial oratory was eloquent. 

The programme for the celobration 
of the 75th woniversary of the birth of 
the Woburn Mechanic Phalanx on 
Monday, Oct. 8, 1910, was as follows:

This Order of Exercises was exe- 
cuted to the letter. Delightful autumo 
weather, such as ‘Golden October” 
often provides, admitted of carrying 
out everything as planned, and was es- 
pecially favorable for the shooting- 
match, which was put through and 
prizes awarded in due time and form. 

Immediately following au excellent 
concert by the Woburn Brasa Band, 
Thomas J. Marrinan, Leader (as 25 
years ago,) which was greatly enjoyed 
by hundreds of listeners, came the 
Governor's reception, which was at- 
tended by 500 or 600 people. From 
beginning to fuish His Excellency wus 
given an especially hearty and enthusi- 
astic greeting by tke military and civil- 
ians ef the city. 

Then came a short parade, which 
was a fine one. ‘To view it the streets 
were crowded close with men, womep 
and children, who expreased their ap- 
preciation and delight in vigorons 
cheers, The line consisted of

The whole city war in galaday 
dress; the streets were ablaze with 
Flags and gaily decked out in bunting 
all along the route of march, and the 
sidewalks presented a bright and lively 
scene. It was a holiday of rare delight 
in the old town, and all because of its 
military celebration, 

Reaching Mishawum Road, the pro- 
cession countermarched down Main 
atreet to Montvale avenue where it wan 
dismissed, and the Phalanx, which, by 
the way, are Company G, Sth Regt. 
Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, pro- 
ceeded to their Armory to prepare for 
the grand banquet which was to begin 
at 6 o'clock, and to attend which about 
800 invitations had beeu given out, 
aud a large share of them accepted 

Armory Hall was beautifully decor: 
ated with American Flags and pictures 
and the long tables had a moat inviting 
and encouraging appearance. The 
food they bore was abundant, of many 
kinds, well cooked, and admirably 
served. It was a fine feast, for which 
the caterer received the credit he de- 
served. 

The soldiers were on hand, the in- 
vited guests arrived in good season, 
aud not much time elapsed ere the 
chairs at the tables were filled, and the 
kuives, forks and spoons began to 
make pleasant music, and war on the 
the edibles opened which was prose- 
cuted with vigor until all hands cried 
‘‘enough.” 

As President of the Day, as well as 
Toastmaster, Capt. Edwin F. Wyer, 
ex-Commander of the Woburn Meo- 
chanic Phalanx, and Civil War Veter- 
an, presided at the banquet, and on 
taking the chair at the head of the 
table, after grace by Rev. Henry OC. 
Parker,pastor of the Unitarian church, 
Chaplain of the Day, and an address 
of welcome by J. Edward Graham, 
present Captain of the Company, 
favored the audience with an interest- 
ing address historical of the Phalanx. 

When Gov. Draper entered the Hall 
he received a welcome that must have 
been exceediogly grateful to him, and, 
us Shakespeare said, ‘‘warmed the 
cockles of his heart.” It looked, when 
he ended his able postprandial address, 
that he would get every vote in Wo- 
buro on election day. He responded 
eloquently to a fine and appropriate 
toast complimentary to the present 
Commauder-in-Obief of the Military ot 
this State, and was cheered to the 
echo. The Goveroor is a good after- 
dinner orator and political stump 
speaker, He enjoyed the occasion— 
the reception, banquet, aud everything 
connected with it—immensely. Our 
people were greatly taken with their 
Chief Magistrate. 

Joho L. Parker, Past Commander 
of Mass, Dept. G. A. R., responded 
for that Order in bis old time spirited 
and vigorous style. Col. Edward J 
Gibon, Past Commander-io-Chief of 
the National A. S. W. V., responded 
to an appropriate toast. General Jo- 
phanns H. Whitney, Past Commander 
of 2d Brigade, M. V. M. spoke for the 
Volunteer Militia. Col. Frank F. 
Cutting anawered tothe toast to the 
5th Regimeot M. V. M. of which he is 
Colonel. A few gentlemen who were 
booked for apeeches, among them Con 
gressman McCall and Hon. Hugh 
Murray, Mayor of Woburn, were neces- 
ssrily absent from the banquet. 

Toastmaster Wyer showed inv the 
discharge of the duties of the office that 
he was ‘*to the manner born.” The 
sentiments were appropriate, to the 
point, and fitted into the occasion. 

The speech delivered by Rev. H. B 
Williams, D. 1)., pastor of the Firat 
Baptist church of Woburn, took right 
hold of the heartstrings of the audience 
especially of the soldier boys, who 
made the bvil ring with their cheers 
Evidently, Elder Williams is imbued 
with the true military spirit. 

Everybody said the celebration was 
& splendid success. The Phalanx hon- 
ored themselves, were honored, and 
the pub ic enjoyed the event immensely.

Gambling Under the Auspices of 
the Government. 


THE DRAWING IN PUBLIC. 


An Eager, Excited, Turbulent Crowd 
Watches Thie Ceremony With In- 
tense Interest—The Prizes and the 
Chances of the Players. 


King Humbert 1, made the rules for 
the publie lottery of Italy; 

First.—The public lottery is tempora- 
rly maintained by the favor of the 
state under the foliowing laws, 

Second.—It is administered by the 
minister of finance, under whom the 
chiefs are chosen for their respective 
functions. 

Third.—The lotto is formed by nine 
ty, numbered from 1 to 90, Inclusive, 
five of which drawn by chance deter- 
mine the successful. 

Fourth.—One can “play the lotto” in 
the following manner: 

On one nuniber (very rarely played), 

On all five numbers (very rarely 
played). 

On two numbers—the “ambo.” 

On three numbers, which is known 
as the “terno.”” 

On four numbers, which is known as 
the “quaterno.” 

Fifth.—_When one number is played 
the winner is paid ten times and a 
half his output; when two numbers 
are played the winner is paid 350 
times his output; when three numbers 
are played the winner is paid 5,250 
times his output; when four numbers 
are played the winner is paid 60,000 
times his output. ‘Therefore if one has 
by any chance bought a No. 1 ticket 
and wins the four numbers (quaterno) 
he wins $60,000, 

At 5 o'clock on every Saturday after- 
noon throughout ail Italy the drawing 
of the lotto takes place. In Naples 
the ceremony is held at the end of a 
foul, filthy alley known as the Impre- 
sa, back in a great courtyard, in full 
view of the people on the balcony of 
an old paluce. From early tn the aft- 
ernoon until the fatal hour the streets 
of Santa Chiara andthe alley. fill up 
with the crowd whose hope on this 
day is to be deceived... The streets are 
always so full of life that for this 
extra crowd, jostling, pushing and 
euger, there would seem to be no place. 
It is comprised of the very poor. The 
better classes watch for the telephone 
or the showing of the numbers in the 
various bunks in the city to discover 
their fate, but in the Impresa .the 
crowd of people is as dense as a shad- 
ow. There ure many bere who have 
pald their last cent for a ticket. There 
ure muny here who are in debt for the 
shoes they wear and will never be able 
to pay for them. But at the stroke of 
the chureh clock the blinds of the bal- 
cony open and the paraphernalia of 
the lotto are brought out—a long 
green table, on which is placed a crys- 
tal ball bound witb silver, and an trop 
box containing ninety other little box 
es, in which the ninety numbers are 
locked by the state. ‘The officers of 
this performance are coolly indifferent, 
and the only figure deserving of note 
is that of the little orphan child, dress- 
ed in snowy white, chosen by law from 
the orphan asylum to draw up from 
the crystal ball the five magic num- 
bers. 

At the sight of these familiar, looked 
for objects the crowd begins to cry 
and chant, to beseech and evoke. It 
begs the little orphan child to draw 
well. And the child in his white robe, 
his innovent eyes on the mass of peo- 
ple, looks down on the beggars with 
their yellow locks and on the appeal- 
ing mass. One by one the balls are 
taken out from their sealed boxes, dis- 
played to the people and dropped into 
the big bowl. 

They have blindfolded the little bam- 
bino, and he stands on a chair, for he is 
only eight years of age and is small, in 
full sight of the people. The balls hav- 
{ng been shaken around for the last 
time, the child puts his hand in and 
draws. The first vpumber that he pulls 
out is called forth—“No, 5.” Now, every 
Italian who has bought No. 5 for place 
has either won or lost. No one holds 
this number in this crowd, however, 
and there is a murmur—and a fresh 
adjuration for the child to draw well. 
The people who have drawn for the 
terno and the quaterno still have their 
chance, The child draws again, this 
time No. 47, and the holders of the 
terno are now the interested ones, for 
the next will be their last chance. The 
enthusiasm breaks forth again with 
murmurs and cries and prayers, and 
the quiet child before the urn in his 
white dress hears them and trembles, 
for he knows that he is menaced. Be- 
fore the people there is a blackboard, 
and a man posts up the numbers as 
they are drawn—5, 47, 11, 10 and 80 
And this series of five is discussed, 
yelled at, challenged, cursed, for not 
one in the crowd has drawn a fortu- 
nate number. The child's eyes are un- 
bound, and he ts put down and set 
free. The balls are returned into their 
boxes sealed up and carried away un- 
der the eyes of the crowd, which after 
walting for a moment, unable to be- 
Neve its ill fortune, breaks up and dis 
rupts, Apathy is thrown upon the ma. 
jority as much as such a state of mind 
is possible to a Neapolitan mass as 
they begin in groups to discuss the 
failure of their schemes and their com- 
inations.—Marie Van Vorst in Har- 
per's Magazine,

Further, I was told by an American 
that in Switzerland all foreigners rank 
as Egyptians and that the one Scrip- 
tural injunction that is 
obeyed there is that which ordains 
that Egyptians shall be spoiled.—From

that which was worn in a ring by the 
Roman senator Nonius in the day of 
the triumvirate. Its size equaled that 
of a medium sized hazelnut, yet its 
beauty and brilllancy rendered it a 
marvel among the dilettanti of Rome, 
especially when it was known that the 
goldsmiths and money changers had 
set its value at $1,000,000. Mark An- 
tony made overtures to Nonius for its 
purchase, intending, it is thought, to 
present & to Cleopatra, but the senator 
refused to part with it and for fear 
that it would be taken from him by 
sheer force sought safety in flight. 
Here history loses all trace of this fa- 
mous'gem, there being no record of its 
transference from Nonius to any of his 
family. 


At a Wedding Breakfast. 

After a marriage recently the bridal 
party partook of a sumptuous break- 
fast, toward the end of which a young- 
er brother of the bride got up and said 
solemnly, raising his glass: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, I have to 
propose a toast, which, however, must 
be drunk standing.

Shakespeare's Definition of Poetry. 

What a pity it is that Shakespeare 
ever used that phrase “fine frenzy!" 
It has become a fuddlesome factor in 
the framing of foolish fancies. It is 
to the honor of Shakespeare, however, 
that he came nearer to giving the 
world the true definition of poetry than 
has any other man, for he did explain 
what constitutes the true art of poe- 
try making, and from this we are en- 
abled to know what Shakespeare con- 
sidered poetry. Curiously enough, it 
is in the very passage where Shake- 
speare uses that unfortunate phrase 
“fine frenzy.” Let us quote: 


‘The poet's eye, in a fine frenzy rolling, 

Doth glance from heaven to earth, from 
earth to heaven, 

And as imagination bodies forth 

The forms of things unknown the poet's 
pen 

Turns them to shapes and gives to airy 
nothing 

A local habitation and a name.

Oct. 9, 1910. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxv, 14-30, 
Memory Verse, 29—Golden Text, 
Matt. xxv, 21—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearna. 


This lesson, like the last one, Is 
found only in Matthew, but a little 
earlier in these last days of His earth- 
ly ministry, about the time that 


brought salvation to the house of 


Zaccheus, He spake a parable because 


He was nigh to Jerusalem and be- 
cause they thought that the kingdom 
of God should immediately appear 
(Luke xix, 11). These two parables 
cover the same period of time and 
teach virtually the same truths; they 
cover the time of the nobleman's ab- 
sence in a far country to receive for 
himself a kingdom and to return, and 
during his absence the servants are 
expected to make diligent use of the 
pounds or talents with which they 
have been intrusted that they may 
give account of their stewardship at 
his return. “Occupy till I come” Is the 
word to every servant (Luke xix, 14). 
As both John and Jesus and the 
twelve and the seventy had all preach- 
ed that the kingdom was at hand they 
were all expecting it, not understand- 


ing that, Messiah being rejected by the 


nation and the rulers having deter- 
mined to kill Him, the kingdom must 
wait till His return and the age of 
“the mystery of the kingdom” run its 
course. These parables tell of service 
in this present age and bring before 
us another phase of the readiness to 
meet Him at His coming. The re- 
demption clothing, His righteousness, 
makes us fit and ready to meet Him 


at any time (Col. i, 12-14), but we are 


redeemed in order to serve Him, and 
for this service there will be rewards, 
and it is His desire that we should re- 
ceive a full reward and not be asham- 
ed before Him at His coming (II John 
vill; I John ii, 28; Rev. xxii, 12). 

In the one parable each servant re- 
ceives a pound; in the other each re- 
celves talents according to his ability. 


Every believer without exception re- 


ceives the Holy Spirit in some measure, 


but the special gifts of. the Spirit are 


given to every one severally as He will 
(I Cor. xii, 4-11, 18). This passage helps 


in some measure to understand both the 


pounds and the talents. There is some- 
thing for every bellever to do and bear, 
and it has long been a comfort to me 
to know that everything has been ap- 
pointed for each individual before- 
hand (Eph. ii, 10), and we have only to 
walk with Him in that which He ap- 
points for us. I am also comforted by 
remembering that He expects no serv- 
ice for which He has not given the 
ability (1 Pet. iv, 10, 11). 
greatest folly to consider others and 
the service they are rendering and aim 
to do as they are doing, for the Lord 
appoints “to every man his work” 
(Mark xiii, 34). And “every one of us 
shall give account of himself to God” 
(Rom. xiv, 12). "We are here as His 
witnesses to manifest His life, to show 
forth His praises, to prove ourselves 
faithful stewards of His manifold 
grace, to serve the living and true 


God (Acts {, 8; II Cor. iv, 10) and our 


position in His kingdom will depend up- 
on our faithfulness here. 

In the parable of the pounds the serv- 
ants testified “Lord, thy pound hath 
gained ten pounds,” or “Lord, thy 
pound hath gained five pounds,” and 
the reward for their faithfulness, not 
success, was authority over ten cities 
or five cities, conveying at least a sug- 


. gestion of our reigning with Him over 


the earth (Rey. v, 10). In the parable 
of the talents, the servants say, “I 
have gained five talents more,” or “I 
have gained two other talents.” To 
each of these the commendation was 
just the sume, for each had been 
equally faithful according to the abil- 
ity given them. “Well done, good and 
faithful servant; thou bast been faith- 
ful over a few things; 1 will make thee 
ruler over many things. Enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord” (verses 21, 
23). Note again that it is faithfulness, 
not success, that is commended. Com- 
pare xxiv, 45. There is here also the 
thought of ruling, but what the joy 
of the Lord can mean who can tell? 
We cannot even imagine much about 
either. It will all be far beyond our 
utmost thought. It will be His exceed- 
ing abundantly above all we can ask 
or think. Listen to His prayer, 
“Father, I will that they also whom 
Thou hast given Me be with Me where 
I am, that they may behold My glory 
which Thou hast given me” (John xvil, 
24). And not only behold but share 
His glory, for He said (verse 22), “The 
tlory which Thou gavest Me I have 
given them, that they may be one even 
is we are one.” 

Note that it was the pound that 
gained the pounds, while the other 
suid “I have gained other talents.” 
Both are correct, for while we work 
{t is God working in us. We have both 
In I Cor, xv, 10, “I labored more abun- 
dantly than they all, yet not 1, but the 
grace of God which was with me.” 
It is evident that the unfaithful serv- 
unt Was a mere professor and knew not 
bis Lord. Imagine a Christian say- 
fng to the Lord, “I know that thou 
art an hard man” (24), or, “I feared 
thee because thou art an austere man” 
(Luke xix, 21). His doom shows that 
he was never a true servant, for no 
true child of God can perish (John iil, 
16; x, 28), As to the phrase or saying, 
“From him that hath not shall be taken 
away even that which he hath" (verse 
29), it is explained by Luke vill, 18.

Raised Beaches and Caves of the Island 
of Arran. 

The Island of Arran is one of those 
places on the west of Scotland where 
the geologic phenomenon krmeown as on 
“raised beach” Is very apparent.

The farmers use some of tthe Jarger 
caves as shelters for sheep %n stormy 
weather, 

In a remote corner of the fsland one 
of these caves has been conveerted into 
a human habitation, where a family of 
several persons dwell in abssolute se 
clusion. Their occupation is the gath- 
ering of whelks, an employment which 
{s sald to afford but a precar-ious live- 
lihood. As the gathering of the shell- 
fish can only be done at low wwater and 
as the fishers have no boat or other 
occupation, they hnve ample @elsure to 
enjoy the pure air and bask im the sun- 
shine. 

Except for the drip from thre face of 
the high rocks above, whicly is skill- 
fully diverted, the cave is a bsolutely 
dry. The interior is shaped Like a tri- 
angle, the floor forming the bmse. Save 
at the sides there Is ample room to 
stand upright and move aborat inside. 
Besides the beds and cooking utensils, 
the cave contains many articles of va- 
rious kinds, giving the interiox quite a 
homelike appearance. The apology for 
a fireplace is some way back =2from the 
entrance, through which the smoke 
finds its way outside. — Wide World 
Magazine.

Put up to it, no doabt, by Dr. 
Austin Peters, who Governor 
Draper removed ten days ago 
from tho office of Chiof of tho 
Cattle Bureau of the State Agri 
cultural Commission to make 
room for the appointment of Mr. 
Fred F. Walker of Burlington, 
Master of the Woburn Grange, to 
the position, the Veterinary pro- 
fession of the State sent to the 
Governor a protest against Mr.

A part of Governor Draper's 
reply to the letter from the Veter- 
inaries rend aa follows : 

“I have delayed appointing a 
man to that position for a long 
time, but have finally secured a 
man who has been very familiar 
with the questions with which the 
Cattle Bureau has to do: and 
while not a veterinarian, he is a 
very able and levelheaded man 
and I believe will fill the position 
admirably. ** * * and in this 
particular instance I think the 
gentleman appointed is a most ex- 
cellent nan, who I trust and be- 
lieve will make a firstrate public 
official.” 

That ought to be pleasant read- 
ing for thy new head of the Cattle 
Bureau, Mr. Fred Walker. 

CONCERNING BOSTON. 

At a meeting .of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce Assembly 
to bo held next Wednesday, Oct.

Greater Boston, or the Metro- 
politan District, which covers the 
territory lying within a circle 
drawn 10 miles from the State 
House, has a population of nearly 
1,500,000, while Boston proper is 
credited by the Census Bureau 
with nbout 700,000. By outside 
circles Boston is treated commer- 
cinlly on the basis of the Census 
report, whereas the whole Metro- 
politan District is, to all intents 
anil purposes, Boston proper, ind 
should be regarded and treated 
accordingly. 

It is to correct this wrong and 
secure for Boston her proper 
place in the business world that 
the Chamber of Commerce are at 
work, and their assemblies held. 


CORRECT IDEA. 

In a speech delivered not long 
avo before the City Council Alder- 
min Harold P. Johnson laid down 
tl.is principle and asked that it be 
considered by the Board: 

The theory of the City Charter 
is that the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen shall spend the money, 
but that the City Council eghall 
say how much shall be spent, and 
for what purpose. In _ other 
words, that each appropriation 
shall specify not only the amount 
allowed, but the exact purpose 
it isto be used for, and to be 
a limit to the expenditures for 
siich specific purpose. 

This is sound doctrine, and it is 
practised in every well governed 
Cily.

One terrible hot Sun- 
diy in the summer of 1843 they 
were summoned to South Woburn 
to fight a big fire, which was 7 
years before that section of Wo 
burn wes set off and incorporated 
us the town of Winchester. 

In the **Teachers Yearbook 
for 1910-11,” published by the 
State Superintendent of Schools 
of Maryland appears the following 
paragraph : 

‘“‘At the request of the State 
Board of Education the children 
of the public schools, on Arbor 
Day, 1909, voted on the selection 
of a State Flower which resulted 
in the choice, by a largemajority, 
of the Blackeyed Susan.

Mark Twain’s Burlesque of Emer- 
son, Longfellow and Holmes. 


IT SHOCKED THE IMMORTALS. 


W. D. Howells’ Description of the Dis- 
mal Effect cf the Humorist’s At- 
tempt to Make Gams of the Dignified 
Literary Trio at the Boston Dinner. 


In his memories of Mark Twain In 
Harper's W. D, Howells tells of the 
dinner in Boston when Mark Twatn, 
with fatal effect, made game of Hmer- 
son, Longfellow and Holmes: 

“He belleved he had been particu 
larly fortunate in his notion for the 
speech of that evening, and he had 
worked it out tn joyous self rellance. 
It was the notion of three tramps, 
three deadbeats, visiting a California 
mining camp and imposing themselves 
upon the innocent miners as respec- 
tively Ralph Waldo Emerson, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow and Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. The humor of the 
conception must prosper or must fall 
according to the mood of the hearer, 
but Clemens felt sure of compelling 
this to symputhy, and he looked for- 
ward to an unparalleled triumph. 

“But there were two things that he 
had not taken into account. One was 
the species of religious veneration in 
which these men were held by those 
nearest them. They were men of ex- 
traordinary dignity, of the thing call- 
ed presence for want of some clearer 
word, so that no one could well ap- 
proach them in a personally light or 
trifiing spirit. I do not suppose that 
nnybody more truly valued them or 
more plously loved them thin Clem- 
ens himself, but the intoxication of his 
fancy carried him beyond the bounds 
of that regard und emboldened him to 
the other thing which he had not taken 
into account—namely, the immense 
bazard of working his fancy out be- 
fore their faces and expecting them to 
enter into the delight of it. If neither 
Emerson nor Longfellow nor Holmes 
had been there the scheme might pos- 
sibly have carried, but even this is 
doubtful. 

“I was the hapless president, fulfill- 
Ing the abhorred function of calling 
people to their feet and making them 
speak. When I came to Clemens I 
introduced him with the cordial ad- 
miration I bad for him as one of my 
contributors and dearest 
friends. Here, I said, in sum, was a 
humorist who never left you hanging 


your head for having enjoyed his joke, 
and then the amazing mistake, the be- 


wildering blunder, the cruel catastro: 
phe was upon us. I believe that after 
the scope of the burlesque made itself 


clear there was no one there, including 


the burlesquer himself, who was not 
dismay. 
There fell a silence, weighing many 
tons to the square inch, which deep- 
ened from moment to moment and 
was broken only by the hysterical and 
blood curdling laughter of a single 
guest, whose name shall not be hand 
to Infamy. Nobody knew 
whether to look ot the speaker or

know how Clemens looked, except 
when I stole a glance at him and saw 
him standing solitary amid his ap- 
palled and appalling lsteners, witb his 
joke dead on his bands. From a first 
glunce at the great three whom his 
jest had made its theme, I was aware 
of Longfellow sitting upright and re- 
garding the humorist with an air of 
pensive puzzle, of Holmes busily writ- 
ing on his menu with a well feigned 
effect of preoccupation, and of Emer- 
son holding his elbows and listening 
with a sort of Jovian oblivion of this 
nether world in that lapse of memory 
which saved him in those later years 
from so much bother. Clemens must 
have dragged his joke to the climax 
and left it there, but I cannot say 
this from any sense of the fact. Of 
what happened afterward at the table 
where the immense, the wholly inno- 
cent, the truly unimugined affront was 
offered, | have no longer the least re- 
membrance. I next remember being 
in a room of the hotel where Clemens 
was not to sleep, but to toss in despair 
and Charles Dudley Warner's saying 
In the gloom, ‘Well, Mark! You're a 
funny fellow.’ It was as well as any- 
thing he could have sald, but Clemens 
seemed unable to accept the tribute, 

“] stayed the night with him, and 
the next morning after a haggard 
breakfast we drove about, and he 
made some purchases of bric-a-brac 
for bis house in Hartford, with a soul 
us far away from bric-a-brac as ever 
the soul of man was. He went home 
by an early train, and he lost no time 
In writing back to the three divine 
personalities which he had so inyolun- 
tarily seemed to flout. ‘They all wrote 
back to him, making it as light for 
him as they could. I haye heard that 
Emerson was a good deal mystified 
und in his sublime forgetfulness asked, 
‘Who was this gentleman who appear- 
ed to think he had offered him some 
sort of annoyance? But | am not 
sure that this is accurate. What 1 
am sure of is that Longfellow a few 
days after in my study stopped before 
a photograph of Clemens and said, 
‘Ab, he Is a wag!’ and nothing more. 
Holmes told me, with deep emotion, 
such as a brother humorist might well 
feel, that be had not lost an Instant ip 
replying to Clemens’ letter and assur 
Ing him that there had not been the 
least offense and entreating him never 
to think of the matter again. ‘He sald 
that he was a fool, but he was God's 
fool.’ Holmes quoted from the letter 
with a true sense of the pathos and 
bumor of the self abasement.”

First Census Proposal in England 
Raised a Fine Row. 

It was In 1753 that a proposal to 
count the people was first made. 
Thomas Potter, son of the archbishop 
of Canterbury and member for St. 
Germans, introduced tn that year a 
bill “for taking and registering an an- 
hual account of the total number of 
the people and of the total number of 
marriages, births and deaths and also 
of the total number of poor receiving 
alms from every parish and extra paro- 
echial place in Great Britain.” It was 
inevitable, of course, that directly this 
proposal was made the precedent of 
King David should be quoted. And 
many were the jeremiads as to the al- 
ternative evils which would befail the 
country. Those submitted to David 
were mild In comparison, Mr, Thorn- 
ton, member for York city, said: 

“T did not believe that there was any 
set of men or Indeed any fndividual of 
the human species so presumptuous 
and so abandoned as to make the pro- 
posal we have just heard, I hold this 
subject to be totally subversive of the 
last femains of Bnglish liberty. The 
new bill will direct the Imposition of 
new taxes, nnd indeed the addition of 
a very few words will make it the 
most effectual engine of rapneity and 
oppression that was ever used against 
an Injured people. Moreover, an an- 
nual register of our people will ac- 
quaint our enemies abroad with our 
wenkness.” 

Matthew Ridley, another opposing 
member, added that his constituents 
looked on the proposal as ominous 
and feared lest some public misfortune 
or an epidemical distemper should fol- 
low the numbering. However, the 
bill passed the commons only to be 
promptly rejected by the lords. Not 
until 1800 was the proposal again 
made, and on this occasion it was 
brought to a successful issue. The 
first census of Bngland and Wales was 
taken in March, 1801.—Westiminster 
Gazette.

Washington’s Tips and Compliments to 
Patty and Polly.

Sir—Beling informed that you have given 
my name to one of your sons and called 
another after Mrs. Washington's family, 
and being, moreover, very much pleased 
with the modest and innocent looks of 
your two daughters, Patty and Polly, I 
do for these reasons send each of these 
girls a piece of chintz, and to Patty, who 
bears the name of Mrs. Washington and 
who waited upon us more than Polly did, 
1 send 5 guineas, with which she may 
buy herself any little ornaments she may 
want, or she may dispose of them in any 

other manner more agreeable to herself.

Cases In Which They Are Perceptible 
to the Eye. 

“It is not such an uncommon thing,” 
said a physician, “to find a person 
whose pulse beats can be plainly seen, 
and yet I suppose there are but few 
outside of the profession who realize 
the fact. In most persons the beat of 
the pulse canuot be perceived, but the 
mere fact that the beating Is percepti- 
ble does not mean that the pulse is 
other than normal. I have come across 
f number of cases where the throbbing 
of the wrist could be plainly seen, and 
yet the persons rarely gave evidence 
of abnormality in temperature, They 
were rarely feverish and were tn good 
physical condition generally. Pulses 
of this kind, from this view, which Is 
based upon actual observations of 
cases, do not indicate anything more 
than an abnormal physical condition 
in the formation of the wrist velns. 

“I have met with one case which was 
possibly a little extraordinary in that 
it was plainer and much more distinct 
than any | had ever seen before, It 
could almost be heard, The artery 
would rise to a polut almost as large 
as the ball of the littl finger of a 
child avd would change from the 
white of the skin to a blood purple 
with each beat of the pulse, I found it 
easy to count the pulse beats without 
touching the patient’s wrist. I could 
see plainly enough to keep the record, 
and in order not to err iu my caleula-

The three we refer to are the judg- 
ment for believers only at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ (Rom. xiv, 10; 1 
Cor, v. 10), the judgment of the ving 
mitions of today's lesson und the judg- 
ment of the ungodly at the great white 
throne a thousand years later than the 
judgment of nations (Rev. xx, 5, 6, 11- 
15). The judgment of our sins took 
place on Golgotha when Jesus suffer- 
ed for sins the just for the unjust, 
when He put away sin by the sacrifice 
of Himself, and He has assured us 
that for our sins we shall not come 
into Judgment (I Pet. i, 18; Heb. tx, 
26; John v, 24, R, Vo. See also Isa. 
xiii, 25. Tis redeemed ones, having 
received pounds and talents and hav- 
ing occupied, done business, witnessed 
for Him during this age, shall at the 
first resurrection, at the coming of 
Christ for THis saints, somewhere in 
connection with the marriage of the 
Lamb, be rewarded for their service 
and have thelr places appointed in His 
kingdom. While this is taking place 
in the alr or in heaven the great trib- 
ulation Is on the earth, at the end of 
which, immediately after it, the Son 
of Man will come in power and glory

Put Rey. iil, 21, with the texts 
already referred to, and how any sim- 
ple minded believer can fail to see his 
place with Christ in this judgment I 
cannot understand. Let us then keep 
our place with Christ as we consider 
the sheep and gouts. “Before Him 
shall be gathered all nations" (verse 
2). Let the Spirit Himself tell us about 
it. What has He said elsewhere? “Be- 
hold, in those days and in that time 
when I bring again the captivity of 
Judah and Jerusalem, I will also gath- 
er all nations * * * and will plead with 
them there for my people and for my 
heritage Israel” (Joel fil, 1, 2). “For 
I will gather all nations against Jeru- 
salem to battle; * * * then shall the 
Lord go forth and fight against those 
nations” (Zech. xiv, 1-5). Could it in 
any way be made more plain that this 
judgment will be the time of mercy for 
Israel and judgment upon her ene- 
mies, according to Isa. xxxiv, 8; xxxv, 
4; Ixili, 4? Concerning this very time 
He says in Ezek. xxxiv, 17, “Behold, 
I judge between lambs and kids, be- 
tween the rams and the he goats.” 
From many places in Scripture it is 
very plain that as this age draws to a 
close Israel will occupy the land long 
ago given to Abraham, reaching from 
Egypt to the Euphrates (Gen. xv, 18). 
They will be recognized as a nation, 
perhaps under the patronage of Tur- 
key, which is even now offering them 
Mesopotamia (if reports be true), and 
for a time it will seem as if their trou- 
bles were over, but their friend will 
break his covenant with them, nations 
will gather against them, and in their 
extremity their Messiah will appear in 
rlory for their deliverance and to set 
up His kingdom. The nations which 
have been friendly to Israel shall share 
her glory, but Judgment shall fall upon 
her enemies, even as it is written in 
Isa. Ix, 12, “The nation and kingdom 
that will not serve thee shall perish.” 
After this judgment of nations, at 
which time the evil trinity, having done 
their worst against the people of God. 
Shall be disposed of, the beast and 
false prophet being cast into the lake 
of tire forever and the devil shut up 
in the pit for a thousand years, then 
shall a king reign in righteousness, 
ind the work of righteousness shall be 
peace, and the service of righteousness 
quietness and assurance forever. 

There are principles here, however, 
upon which God always acts in every 
judgment. That which is done to His 
people at any time He counts as done 
to Himself, whether it be good or Il. 
“He that toucheth you toucheth the 
apple of His eye.” “Why persecutest 
thou me?” “A cup of cold water shall 
in nowlse lose its reward" (Zech. i, 
§; Acts ix, 4; Matt. x, 40-42). As we 
read of those who ministered to Him 
when Hle was on earth, some think 
how gladly they would have done this, 
forgetting that It 1s our privilege at all 
times to minister to Him in the person 
of His people. The poor we bave with 
us always, and whensoever we will 
we may do them good. He that giveth 
to the poor lendeth to the Lord.

(verses 34, 41, 46). The everlasting ts 
as long In the one case as in the other. 


The Historic City of Delhi. 

Delhi is the most historte city in all 
India. It may not be the oldest, al- 
though It lays claim to a respectable 
middle age, dating from 1000 B, O. At 
that time the master of Delhi called 
himself emperor of all the world, and 
emperors, at least of India, have ruled 
there almost ever since. Old Delhi, 
without the walls, Is a elty of pictur- 
esque rulns, Imperlal Delhi, the mod- 
ern city, was created by Shah Jehan, a 
vontemporary of Queen Blilzabeth. 
From the date of the first Mobam- 
median tacursion, A. D, 715, perpetual 
warfare raged round Delhi until at 
length she ylelded to the irresistible 
power of the Moguls. The city was al- 
ternately Mohammedan and Hindu 
during a great many years and finally, 
in 1803, was made British by General 
Lake. Delb! has the finest and largest 
mosque in India, It took 5,000 men six 
years to bulld It The noble tomb of 
the Emperor Humayan marks the 
*hange oc creed which followed the 
Moslem invasion, while the observa- 
tory of Jai Singh and the deserted ball 
of the seventy columns recall the short 
triumph of Brahmanisim, 
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Bee Mist and London Gloom Have 
Nothing In Common. 

The tog of London and the fog of 
the sen allke discompose traffic, and 
omuibuses and steamships alike have 
had to lay to for safety. But while 
the London fog gets Into your inmost 
room and bailles even the electric light 
<though the candle comes out trium 
phant curlously—the densest fog at 
fen does not disturb the saloon or the 
ktateroom. Why ts that? 

The word “fog” has not been traced 
farther back than the sixteenth cen 
tury, but the thing was known tn the 
early years of the fourteenth The 
commons, with the prelates and nobles 
visiting London for the parliaments 
and on other occasions, united to peti 
tion Edward I. to compel the burning 
only of dry wood and charcoal, as the 
growing use of sea coal corrupted the 
air with its stink and smoke, to the 
great prejudice and detriment of 
health. In 1808 the king prohibited 
the use of coal. Heavy ransom and 
fines were inflicted for disobedienec 
In the case of recalcitrant brewers, dy 
ers and other artificers the furnaces 
and kilns were destroyed, But the re 
striction was evidently removed, for tu 
1308 $250—probably equal to about 
$4,000 now—was pald from the ex- 
echequer for wood and coal for the 
coronation of Edward II. — London 
Graphic, 


MODERN BUSINESS. 
The Big Jobs Demand Hustlers Who 
Are Gentlemen. 

A notable change has taken place in 
American business methods within 
the last decade. Incrensingly men of 
large affairs are asking when a young 
inan is recommended for a big job, “Is 
he a gentleman?”

Vellum, a finer 
article, made from calfskin, was also 
used, Muany of the books done on vel- 
lum in the middle ages were tran- 
scribed by monks, nnd often it took 
years to complete a single copy.

It 
was not until the crusades that the 
money lender bad any standing or re- 
spectability in  Burope.—New York 
American.

_ MEASURES ALTITUDES. 


The Use of the Barograph on Aero- 
planes and Balloons, 

What the compass is to the mariner 
the barograph is to the aviutor. The 
barograph is an Instrument for meas- 
uring altitudes. ‘The pressure of the 
ulr as it Increases or decreases causes 
a delicate ueedle to trace u wavy line 
upon a cylinder which revolves by 
clockwork. This line indicates not 
only the exact height that ts reached 
by the avfntor, but also the speed at 
Which he is traveling. 

The barograph is kept in a weather 
proof box with u glass front, which Is 
attached to a bar of the aeroplane or 
to a rope on the balloon. It ts official- 
ly sealed before the aviator embarks, 
80 there is no possibility of tampering 
with it, and the seal is taken off Ip 
the presence of witnesses at the end 
of the Hilght. In this way it is possi- 
ble to establish absolutely und graph- 
feally the altitude which ap aviator 
uttains In bis aeroplane or balloon, 
It Is necessary for the aviator to 
watch the barograph constanty, as it 
indicates u change in the elevation al- 
most to the foot. The sky pilot has to 
keep his eye on the indicator much as 
the man at the wheel of the seagoing 
ship watches his compass. Should the 
aeroplane or the balloon rise or fall 
ten or twenty feet the aviator would 
not be conscious of it unless he looked 
ut the wavering needle tracing Its 
permunent record on a chart before 
him, ‘This tells him immediately of 
uny changes in the nature of the alr 
currents and gives him timely warning 
of aerial dangers, 

These instruments are so delicate 
and so accurate, it is sald, that a man 
inight haug one of them about his 
neck ip its glass case or carry it in his 
hand and climb a fight of stairs, the 
helght of his ascent being graphically 
indicated by the inked ueedle on the 
machine,—New York Press.

Julia Ward Howe, who was 
_jealled ‘*New England's Grand Old 
Woman,” and universally beloved, 
was born in New York City on 
May 27, 1819, and died at her 
summer home, ‘Oak Glen,” near 
DR.

TRACING COUNTERFEITS, 


Exciting Employment For Skilled Se- 
cret Service Men. 

The tracing of counterfeit bills back 
to the persons responsible for their ia 
sue is a curious and exciting employ 
ment. The expert assigned by the 
government to this work are among 
the most skiliful members of the se 
cret service. The protection of the 
turrency depends In large mensure up 
on their efficiency, and the pains they 
take are almost infinite. The follow 
Ing case Ie one Mllustrating the dit 
culties which the secret service people 
meet and overcome: 

A bank clerk In Cleveland tad de 
tected n counterfelt twenty dollar bill 
ln the deposit of a small retail grocer 
An expert was sent for and under 
took the case, 

He found that the grocer hnd re 
velved the bill from a shoe denier, who 
bad It from a dentist, who bad it from 
sumebody else, und so on, until the 
secret: service man finally traced the 
bud note to an invalid woman who 
had used {ft to pay her physician 
When questioned this woman sald that 
the money had been sent het by ber 
brother, who lived In New Orleans 

The sleuth looked up the brother's 
antecedents and soon became con 
vinced that he was the man wanted. 
The brother, however, soon proved to 
the satisfaction of the secret service 
man that his suspicions were unfound- 
ed. Indeed, it appeared that the mon 
ey had been received by the New Or- 
leans man in part payment for rent 
of a house he owned tn Pittsturg 
While the sleuth was a bit discour 
aged, he couldn't give over the case 
when he had gone so far, so he took 
the next train for Pittsburg. 

The tenant of the house in Pitts 
burg proved to be a traveling oculist 
who spent most of his time In the mid- 
dle west. The secret service man had 
the good luck, however, to catch him 
just as he had returned from a trip, 
and the man at once recognized the

FIGHTING FATIGUE. 


Jacking Up the Tired System Without 
Using Stimulants. 

If efforts to keep at work are con- 
tinued In spite of fatigue the quality 
of the work ts poor and the exhaustion 
inordinate. Students constantly make 
this error and do all sorts of things 
to keep awake to burn the midnight 
oll when if they would go to bed and 
rest they could accomplish far more 
in half the time in the morning with 
little or no fatigue. 

Yet there are times when sleepiness 
and fatigue must be overcome without 
resort to stimulants which injure the 
judgment. The tired physician with 
a critical case, for instance, must have 
his wits about him, and it will aid him 
vastly to go to an open window every 
fifteen or thirty minutes to take a 
dozen or two deep inspirations of cold 
air. His exhaustion in the end will be 
great, but he can make it up later. 

As a matter of fact, surgeons and 
others whose work requires the keen- 
est perceptions instinctively choose the 
early morning for their best efforts, 
reserving the afternoon for “low 
pressure” tasks or recreation, That 
is, itis far better to so live that we do 
not need the stimulus of these extraor- 
dinary methods of respiration.—Amer- 
ican Medicine.

RESTAURANTS. 
They Really Had Their Origin In the 
First French Revolution. 

The restaurant of the present time 
had its origin in the first french reve- 
lution, toward the close of the eight- 
eenth century. And the reputetion of 
the French for good cookery and the 
delicacy of taste in eating as well as 
In producing toothsome dishes and 
morsels dates practically from the 
kame time. 

That revolution meant ruin to many 
noble families, and their downfall 
meant ruin also for their chefs, so 
some of the latter hit upon the idea 
of opening houses where dainties pre- 
pared by their skilled bands could be 
obtained. If the experiment succeed- 
ed the chefs would be as well olf as 
when in service. The idea was pleas- 
Ing to the public, the restaurants did 
a large business, and the proprietors 
had no reason to regret the revolution 
from a monetary point of view. 

Then it occurred to others that the 
people might appreciate being educat- 
td up to this fine cookery, and many 
books on the culinary art were pub- 
lished and sold well. One of the most 
noted of these was “The Gourman A\l- 
manack,” which appeared in 1798,

MAKING NEEDLES. 


Various Processes Through Which the 
Steel Wire Must Pass, 
Needles are made from steel wire, 
which is first cut by shears from coils 
into the length of the needles to be 
made, After a bath of such bits as 
have been cut out they are placed in a 
furnace, then rolled until perfectly 
straight, Next the needle pointer 
takes up a dozen or so of the wires 
and rolls them between his thumb and 
finger, with thelr ends on a turning 
grindstone, first one and then the oth- 
er being ground, The little steel bob- 
bins are next fed into a machine which 
flattens und gutters the heads, after 

which the eyes are punched, 

They are now complete needles, but 
rough and easily bent. Careful heat- 
ing and sudden coollng gives them the 
necessary temper, and nothing remains 
but to give them their final polish, On 
4 coarse cloth needles are spread to 
the number of 40,000 oy 560,000, Hmery 
dust is strewed over them, of] is sprin- 
kled on and soft soap daubed over the 
cloth, which, rolled tightly, 1s thrown 
into a pot with others, where it rolls 
about for twelye hours or more, 

When taken from this friction bath 
the needles reguire only rinsing tn 
clean hot water, when they are ready 


to be sorted and packed, — Chieago

A CHINESE TITBIT. 


Eggs That Have Been Preserved For 
a Century or More. 

When Li Hung Chang made his tour 
of the world his commissariat car. 
ried with it a supply of Chinese pre- 
served egies for the venerable ambas 


sador’s special use, Some of these 
eges were exhibited In| New York 


while he wus staying bere, and a few 
experts had the temerity to sample 
them. “They were not so bad after 
all,” was the verdict of one American 
connoisseur, “although by their looks 
you would think they would come un- 
der the ban of the pure food law.” 

The eggs were incased tn clay and 
when unpacked looked like pieces of 
pumice stone. They are preserved tn 
this way by the Chinese for a cen- 
tury or more, and Li Hung Chang ad 
mitted that the hen which laid the 
eggs for his morning meal might have 
been decapitated anywhere from 4a 
quarter to half a century before he 
was born. The process of keeping ts 
very primitive, but as effective as it is 
simple. The eggs are first boiled hard, 
and then while they are hot they are 
‘wrapped In soft clay and packed 
away. 

In this condition the Chinese claim 
they will keep forever and noét lose 
their flavor or wholesomeness. Indeed, 
they consider that age linproves the 
flavor. Li Hung Chang's commissariat 
brought the eggs for bis personal use 
in bags pucked in rice husks, but as 
the clay was lard there was not much 
danger of breaking them. When 
opened the “white” was found to be 
almost black and the yolks green. 
The flavor, however, was preserved. 
The Chinese chop these preserved 
bolled eggs and decorate most of their 
viands with them. They also enter 
largely into all their sauces. 

Duck eggs are also preserved by the 
Chinese in a somewhat similar fashion. 
There is a considerable trade in duck 
eggs of the Peking and Muscovy 
breeds, and many Chinese in this coun- 
try import them from China In the 
preserved condition. The duck eggs 
ure bolled and preserved in a paste of 
charcoal instead of clay.—-Harper'’s 
Weekly. 


SEARCHLIGHTS. 


A Special Pattern Must Be Used on 
the Suez Canal. 

Every war vessel carries from one to 
twenty searchlights, and every vessel 
of any description whatever passing 
through the Suez canal has to carry 
one of a special pattern. 

A searchlight consists essentially of 
an are lamp of special form, a para- 
bolic mirror and a case to bold the lot, 
the case being mounted so as to be 
capable of movement in two direc- 
tions—viz, vertically and_ horizontal- 
ly. The hood, as this case {ts called, 
is made of sheet steel about 3.32 
inch thick. The turnable, trunnions, 
ete, are cast in gun metal. The 
arms which support the hood are of 


cust steel. The lamp box is form- 
ed as part of the hood. The mir- 
ror is carried on springs in the 
back cover, and at the front of the 
hood is a “front glass’’ mounted in a 
gun metal ring, and the dispersion 
lens when carried {is hinged on In 


front of this. Training is carried out 
by means of a worm and worm wheel 
or by a rack and pinion. Slewing is 
effected by means of a pinion which 
gears Into a crown wheel on the un- 
derside of the turntable, or else it 1s 
done directly by band. 

The Suez canal regulations require 
that the projector shall be capable of 
giving the Nght required under two 
different conditions—in the first case a 
broad, flat beam of light {luminating 
both banks and the canal uninterrupt- 
edly, this being used when no other 
ship ‘is approaching; in the other case 
they require a beam having the sume 
angle of divergence and consequently 
the same width as the first, but divid 
ed into two portions, with a dark in 
terval between, thus giving Nght at 
both sides, but not directly in front, 
und so not interfering with the navi- 
gation of the approaching vessel.—J 
M. Heslop in Cassier’s Magazine.

We must keep before us In all these 
studies in Matthew that we are con- 
sidering Jesus as the King of the 
Jews.

He is mentioned tn chapter {, 1, as “Son 
of David, son of Abraham," and we 
need to remember the unconditional 
promises to both, all of which sball be 
fulfilled in due time. There are many 
who see In Jesus only a Saviour by 
Whom they may reach heaven when 
they have to die, but such is not the 
revelition of Him in the Scriptures. 
Ife is the King of kings and Lord of 
lords, the prince of the king of the 
earth, before whom all kings shall fall 
down and whom all nations shall serve 
(I Tim, vi, 15; Rey, xvii, 14; xix, 16; 
1, 5; Ps, Ixxif, 11), The kingdom, which 
is to include all nations, with Israel 
fs a righteous nation at the center, 
was plainly and fully revealed in the 
Old Testament and was preached by 
John and Jesus and the twelve and 
the seventy as at hand. That the Mes- 
siah of Israel should suffer before He 
should reign was also plainly stated 
and typified In the Hves of Joseph, 
Moses, David and others, but that a 
long period, an age, should intervene 
between the sufferings and the glory 
was not revealed in the Old Testa- 
ment. This is the mystery kept secret 
since the world began which was spe- 
cially revealed to Paul (Rom. xvi, 25, 
26; Eph. ill, 1-11; Col. i, 26, 27). 

When Peter, by the Spirit of God, 
confessed Jesus as the Christ, the Son 
of God, then Jesus for the first time 
spoke of His church which He would 
build on that foundation truth, But 
Peter, not understanding the Scrip- 
tures nor the purpose of God, rebelled 
at the thought of Jesus’ sufferings. 
Then our Lord taught that all disciples 
must be willing to suffer with Him, 
but that there would surely be a re- 
ward and that, though He and His 
followers were for a time to be con- 
tent to suffer, the kingdom would sure- 
ly come as shadowed forth in the 
great event of the transfiguration 
With such a kingdom before us, made 
sure to us by a risen and glorified 
Christ, and having been made partak- 
ers of it by His great sufferings for 
us, by which we have the forgiveness 
of sins, we should walk worthy ot 
such a kingdom, freely forgiving every 
one and by fasting and prayer over- 
coming the devil. As He steadfastly 
set His face toward Jerusalem, know- 
ing all that awaited Him there, so we, 


His followers, must be steadfast, un- 
movable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord (I Cor, xv, 58). We 


must let His love constrain us to ac- 
cept any manner of service gladly, not 
for reward, but in real gratitude to 
Him, quite certain that the Judge of 
all the earth will always do right. 
We should be inspired by the assur- 
ance that as truly as all the Scrip 
tures concerning His humiliation were 
literally fulfilled, even to His riding 
upon an ass’ colt, so literally will all 
that Is written concerning His glory 
be fulfilled also. Therefore we should 
rely upon Him to keep these temples 
of our bodies wholly for Himself, 
cleansed by His word and Spirit, that 
Ile may bear through us the frult He 
desires to His glory, 

All that we may have to bear for 
Ilis sake from ungrateful, unreason- 
able and even cruel people should be 
necepted os the necessary pruning of 
the branches in order to the bearing of 
more and better fruit unto Him, The 
flesh is to be reckoned dead, and we 
are to live in the Spirit, walk in the 
Spirlt and be led by the Spirit, and 
thus show forth His praises. Being 
made ready for His call either to be 
absent from the body or to be caught 
up In the body at His coming for His 
saints by His righteousness freely 
given to us, may the Spirit so fill us 
that our light may so shine before 
men that they may glorify our Father,

fresh from Sinal, charged to deliver 
the tablets of the law.”

For example, look at the follow- 
ing picture drawn in the “Souvenir sur 
Turgenioff:" 

“One evening Hugo's admirers ns- 
sembled In his drawing room, were 
competing with one another In the 
eulogy ef his genius, and the idea was 
thrown out, that the street in whieh 
he lived ought to bear his name. Some 
one suggested that the street was too 
small to be worthy of so great a poet, 
and the honor of bearing his name 
ought to be assigned to some more jm- 
portant thoroughfare. Then they pro- 
ceeded to enumerate the most popular 
quarters of Paris, in an ascending 
scale, until one man exclaimed with 
enthusiasm that it would be an honor 
for the city of Paris itself to be re 
ramed after the man of genius, Hugo, 
leaning against the mantelpiece, Hsten- 
ed complacently to these flatterers out- 
bidding each other. Then, with an alr 
of one engaged in deep thought, he 
turned to a young man and sald to 
him In bis grand style, ‘Even that will 
come, my friends—even that will

THE OVARINAS. 


Picturesque Barefooted Fish Hawkers 
of Portugal. 

The ovarinas are perhaps the most 
interesting people In Portugal. They 
are probably the lineal descendants of 
the original inhabitants of the land, 
and now come from a small place 
called Murtosa (Estarreja), not far 
from Oporto. As the termination indl- 
cates, the overinas are the women of 
these people. 

Both old and young, for even young 
children are thus employed, are ex- 
ceedingly active and energetic. They 
go about barefoot, wearing a peculiar 
costume, and carrying huge baskets of 
a peculiar shape on their heads. They 
travel many miles a day and penetrate 
into every corner of the city, crying 
their wares In a loud, unmusical shout. 
They mount even to the sixth floors 
and bargain with buyers. They go 
barefoot not because of their poverty, 
many of them possessing expensive 
gold ornaments, but because they can 
thus more easily cover the many miles 
they run during the day. Attempts 
have been made to do away with this 
method of selling fish, but they bave 
all failed. The customers like to deal 
with these fish girls and can purchase 
from them very small amounts. 

Fish is not purchased by weight, but 
by the fish or part of fish. The price 
averages 12 to 15 cents per pound. 
There are not Jess than 2,000 ovarinas 
engaged in selling fish in Lisbon.— 
Consular Report. 


GIGANTIC TREE STUMPS. 


Big Enough to Be Hollowed Out and 
Used For Houses. 

The fine firs of the Pacific northwest 
are so colossul that after the trees are 
hewed down the stumps are used for 
children’s playgrounds, houses for fam- 
ilies to live in or for dancing plat- 
forms. 

To make a stump house the material 
from the interior is removed, leaving 
only enough to form walls of suitable 
thickness. A roof cf boards or shin- 
gles {8 put over the top of the stump 
boles are cut for windows and doors, 
and a family of five cun and often 
does make it their dwelling. The 
stump houses are sometimes used by 
settlers until they can build larger und 
more convenlent homes. 

After the stump home has been va- 
cated it Is turned into a stable for the 
horses or sometimes into an {nclosure 
for chickens or hogs, 

Next to the big tree of California the 
fir or sequola of Washington and Ore- 
gop bas the lurgest diameter. As they 
decay rapidly, the hollowing out Is 
eusy. Sometimes they are used for 
dance platforms, some of them accom- 
modating as many as four couples. 

Another custom {s to turn the big 
stumps into playgrounds for the chil- 
dren, ‘The children reach the top by 
pleces of wood nailed ngainst the sides 
or by ladders. A beautiful use of the 
large stumps Is making them into flow- 
er beds and covering them with trail. 
Ing vines.—Chicago Tribune. 


THE WAISTCOAT. 


It Became Popular by the Patronage 
of Charles Il. 

Few men realize how wuch they are 
being Influenced in their dress by King 
Charles 11, und yet it Is to that mon- 
arch we owe the adoption of the waist- 
coat us nu regular article of gentle- 
man’s dress, says London M, A. P, 
At least that is so if we ure to accept 
the statement of Pepys, who In his 
diary under date of Oct. 16, 1666, 
states: “The king bas declared his res- 
oiution to set a fashion which he 
would never alter,” and “This day 
King Charles Il, began to put on bis 
vest. It is a very fine and bandsome 
garment.” 

Prior to this date they were excep- 


tlonal garments, and there is even 
some doubt whether they were orig 
inally worn by ladles or gentlemen, 


though there Is good reason to believe 
they superseded the doublet, such us 
was worn by Ralelgh, Essex and other 
notables of the Elizabethan age. 

A veat waistcoat “wrought Ip silk 
and gold” is mentioned tn “Patient 
Grissell," 1602, and there is a painting 
in distemper of u vest on the walls of 
Winchester cathedral, dated 1489, 80 
that what Charles Ll, took was merely 
an existing garment, whieh he re 
modeled, und by his patronage so pop: 
warized it that It became a standurd 
ertiele of gentleman's dress. 


Very Brief. 

A record of brevity in a boliday cor 
respondence was established by a 
Frenchman in the elyhteenth century. 
Voltaire and Piton, the epigrammatist, 
exchanged challenges to write the 
shortest possible letter, So, when Vol 
taire was starting on a journey, be 
wrote to Piton, “Ko rus," which ts 
the complete Latin for “I am going to 
the country.”

A GREAT MEETING. 

The Republican Club of Massa- 

chusetts sent. out 8,000 invitations 
to Republicans all over the Com- 
monwealth to attend a reception 
to be given Colonel Roosevelt in 
Boston, tnder the auspices of the 
Jub, on Friday evening, Oct. 21, 
who was to come to speak in be- 
half of the reelection of Governor 
Draper, and of Henry Cabot Lodgo 
to the U. S. Senate, and to pre- 
sent his cordial endorsement of 
the administration of President 
Taft, and emphatic approval of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff, which duties 
he discharged in a masterly man- 
ner. 

Every invitation sent out by the 
Club must have been responded to 
in person, for the seating capacity 
of the Boston Arena is just 8,000, 
and there was not an empty seat 
in the immense auditorium. In 
addition to this vast throng of 
trueblue Republicans there were 
not less than 8,000 outside the 
big building waiting for something 
to turn up. 

The great stage was occupied 
by distinguished public Function- 
aries, political celebrities, emi- 
nent citizens, and Congressmen 

Hon. John L. Bates, ex-Gov- 
ernor, made a splendid presiding 
officer, and his speech on opening 
the rally was a gem. It was pre- 
ceeded by a handsome introduction 
of Col. Roosevelt by his close 
friend and admirer, U. S. Senator 
Henry Cuabot Lodge of Nahant. 
Of course, the former President 
was the Hero of the occasion, and 
when he appeared on the stage, 
oh, dear! didn't the welkin ring? 
but if his arrival on the platform 
was the signal for a tremendous 
outburst of applause, it was as 
nothing compared with the ovation 
accorded him when introduced by 
Senator Lodge, and eculogized by 
Governor Bates. The noise was 
denfening, and it seemed to the 
JOURNAL reprosentative as though 
the crowd would never cease yell- 
ing and give the great man a 
chance to spoak. 

Col. Roosevelt delivered a grand 
speech. What he said was to tho 
point. He commended the Massa- 
chusetts’ Republican platform ; 
praised Governor Draper; and 
earnestly recommended the re- 
election of Senator Lodge. A 
significant thing about it was, 
that every time he, or Governor 
Bates mentioned the name of 
Lodge shouts of applause by the 
immense crowd were as long and 
loud as those for the Hero of the 
meeting. It was a splendid dem- 
onstration of approval of Senator 
Lodge, and unmistakable assur- 
ance of his reelection. 
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NEW ENGLAND FARM- 
ING. 


Last Spring (1910) Mr. Frank 
Furbish, after properly preparing 
it, planted one acre of his farm in 
Kennebunk, Maine, that has been 
cropped every year since 1727, to 
Indian corn, and from that single 
acre, a month ago, harvested 205 
bushels of as sound, handsome 
corn as ever grew, and 20 bushels 
of nubbins. That does not look 
as though farming in Maine has 
gone to seed, or is played out; or 
there is any excuse for ‘‘aban- 
doned farms,” of which, however, 
there are none in the Pine Tree 
State. The report of his success 
with the acre of corn informs us 
that Mr. Furbish is an intelligent, 
industrious, painstaking farmer ; 
the soil which produced the splen- 
did crop was of average York 
county character and _ fertility ; 
and the result furnished evidence 
of the profits Maine agricultural 
labors ure capable of yielding. 

But this case is only introduc- 
tory to a few remarks on an Edit- 
orial article printed in the Outlook 
two or three weeks ago on ‘*Gol- 
den New England,” a perusil of 
which must have been a surprise, 
i veritable eyeopener, to agricul- 
turists both of New England and 
fhe Middle West, us well ne 
others. The writer in the Outlook 
proves by comparative figures 
from official ‘reports that New 
England soil is more productive 
than that of the great cornraising 
States of Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
ete. 

The Outlook article shows that 
New Hampshire leads the country 
in the yield of corn per acre. 
New Hampshire’s showing is 
forty-two bushels of corn to the 
acre; Connecticut’s ia forty ; and 
Massachusetts’s thirty-nine plus ; 
while the best Illinois can do is 
thirty-nine minus, and Kansas, 
the great cornraising State, is 
content with twenty-eight. Iowa 
has eleven times more land under 
cultivation than Massachusetts, 
yet its crop is worth only nine 
times as much. Illinois has ten 
times the area but only cight 
times the value, while Kansas has 
thirteen times the area and but 
four and one-half times the value. 

In all kinds of farm products, 
especially potatoes and hay, the 
Stute of Maine stands in the front 
rank, and the single annual apple 
yield in New England surpasses 
in value many of the leading crops 
of the Middle West, 

Our New England farmers 
should buy and study the Outlook 
article, which treats comparativ e- 
ly of all farm products in New 
ingland and the West. 


“THE CALL OF THE 
HEIGHTS.” 

This is the appropriate title of 
a book written by Rev. Stephen A. 
Norton, D.D., Pastor of the Wo- 
burn First Congregational church, 
and lately published by the Pilgrim 
Press of Boston, New York and 
Chicago. It is an elegantly print- 
ed and bound volume of 56 pages, 
carrying us a subhead ‘*Kchoes 
from the Letter to the Philip- 
pians,” presented in nine chapters 
each containing a pertinent ‘*echo” 
from the ‘‘Letter” of St. Paul to 
the church at Philippi. 

Rev. Dr. Norton is a close stu- 
dent of the Bible and treats its 
themes in a lucid and entertaining 
manner. He is, we_ believe, 
somewhat oldfashioned in his re- 
ligious ideas, but it would he 
better if there was more oldfash- 
ioned religion und less ‘*New 
Thought” in the world than there 
appears to be in these later times. 

A olearer iden of what Dr. Nor- 
ton’s book is may be gained from 
a review of it in the Congregation- 
alist of Sept. 17, last, than from 
any comments by the JourNau. 
It says ‘‘The Call ot the Heights” 
is 

‘*A concrete study of the life of 
the Spirit in a few of its charac- 
teristic expressions, as developed 
in the Letter to the Philippians. 
It is an echo of the wooing note of 
appeal which sounds throughout 
that letter, calling to heights of 
joy in service. It seeks to make 
real for the present day the mo- 
tives and ideals which inspired the 
lives of early Christians, and 
which offer help for society in its 
perplexities, and for the soul in its 
struggles. It is a voice of hope, 
bidding to look up unto the hills 
whence help cometh. The writer 
is very sure that the new thought 
most heeded today is the old 
thought of grace and peace sent 
long ago to Philippi.”

Fined $40 For Breaking Mazda 
Street Light, 


Four Cambridge boya who were ar- 
rested last Sunday for breaking electric 
incandescent street lights ion Waltham 
felt the stern aod heavy hand of justice 
when they got into the police court 
Monday morning ‘They were fouod 
guilty on the testimony of the officer 
who arrested them, aod were fined $10 
apiece, makfog wo total of 840 as the 
price they paid for what they thought 
was ap escapade, The execution of 
the sentence was suspended until Nov- 
ember 1. 

The law is very strict in the puoish 
ment of marauders who think they are 
having fun breaking street lights 
Their deviltry is not only av expense 
to the electric lighting companies, but 
is a source of very serious danger to 
every citizen who bas occasion to use 
the streets, Both in East Boston and 
Waltham, where hoodlums had brokep 
street lamps, fire alarme called out the 
Departments before the broken lamps 
could be replaced. The result was 
that drivers of fire apparatus were 
nearly killed because they were forced 
to drive their horses through streets 
that are ordinarily well lighted, but 
happened at that time, because of the 
wickeduess of the boys, to be in dark- 
ness. Judges in our courts are more 
and more severe, aud there is always 
the possibility of a maximum sentence, 
which, under the statute, is $100 fine 
or one year's imprisooument, or 
both.—Comm, 


The Bull Srake. 

The bull snake, n species of pine 
snake, inhabits the slindy pine woods 
along the Atlantle coast from New Jer 
sey to Plorida, but other species are 
found almost everywhere except in 
New England, The bull snake te quite 
harmless, but Is a powerful constrict 
or. Tt lays eggs and feeds upon birds, 
rodents and eggs. Tt swallows an erg 
Whole, and after the egg las passed 
n few inches down the throat where 
it forms f large swelling—the serpent 
lifts its hend, elevates {ts back and 
exerts a downward pressure until the 
shell breaks. Owlng to a curlous con 
Rtriction of Its epigiottis its hiss is so 
loud and so well sustained as to re 
semble the sound of redhot iron being 
plunged tn water, The maximum 
length of these snakes is seven and a 
half feet. Their color is white, with 
the exception of the head and back, 
the former being spotted black and the 
latter brown.—Wide World Magazine.

return. The fee of the physician or mid- 
wife shall be twenty-five cente for each 
birth so reported, which shall be paid by 
the city or town where the report ie made, 
upon presentation to the city or town 
treasurer of a certificate from the city or 
town clerk, stating that said birthe have 
been properly reported to him.

AMBASSADORS. 


They Enjoy Some Curious Privileges 
at European Courts. 

In the popninr mind—the American 
mind at least—there is very little dif- 
ference between an ambassador and a 
minister, but the former is entitled to 
very many privileges abroad that are 
dented to a mere envoy 

Por instance, one curio. « privilege of 
in ambassador is that he, and he 
along when dismissed, may turn bis 
back to the sovereign to whose court 
he is accredited. The mode of pro 
cedure, generally speaking, Is ns fol 
lows: 

When the audience is at an end the 
ambassador walts to be dismissed by 
the sovereign When dismissed the 
fmbassador bows, retires three paces, 
bows again, retires three paces, bows 
a third time, turns on bis heels and 
Walks to the folding doors, But when 
the reigning sovereign is a woman, 
still politer methods obtain. To turn 
his back would be discourteous; to 
walk backward would be to resign a 
privilege; therefore the ambassador re 
Ures sideways like a crab. He keeps 
one eye on the sovereign and with the 
other he endeavors to find the door 
By this unique means he contrives to 
evince all politeness to the sovereign 
ind at the same time retain one of his 
privileges. 

Another privilege of ambassadors ts 
the right of being ushered Into the 
royal presence through folding doors, 
both of which must be flung wide for 
him, No one save an ambassador can 
claim this privilege, the most any non 
ambassadorial individual can expect Is 
that one of the doors shall be opened 
to him. 

One privilege appertaining to the 
ambassador, one capable of causing 
great Inconyenience to the ruler, Is the 
right of demanding admission to the 
sovereign at any hour of day or night. 
This was one of the reasons why 
Abdul Hamid, when sultan of Turkey, 
opposed the raising of our mission at 
Constantinople to an embassy. It was 
decidedly inconvenient at times to see 
the American representative at all, 

To the European the most important 
feature of the ambussador's makeup 
Is his sword. There the blade of the 
sword fs a rapler blade with the potnt 
blunted. It has been facetiously ob- 
served ubroad that the use the sword 
is put to in addition to its trick of 
tripping up its wearer is usually the 
harmless one of poking fires. One di 
Plomatist was said to file bls bills on 
his sword when it was not otherwise 
engaged, und for a long while it was 
a stunding witticism of the corps dip- 
lomatique In Burope that the Russian 
umbussadors used their swords to file 
broken treaties, a circumstance that 
was held to account for the inordinate 
length of their weapons.— Harper's 
Weekly. 


Emmet’s Presence of Mind. 

A story is told of Robert Emmet 
which proves his secretive power and 
resolution. Te was fond of studying 
chemistry, and one night late, after 
the family had gone to bed, he swal- 
lowed a large quantity of corrcsive 
sublimate in mistake for some acid 
cooling powder. He immediately dis- 
covered his mistake and knew that 
death must shortly ensue unless be in- 
stantly swallowed the only antidote, 
chalk. Timid men would have torn at 
the bell, roused all the family and sent 
for a stomach pump. Emmet called no 
one, made no noise, but, stealing down 
stairs and unlocking the front door, 
Went into the stable. scraped some 
chalk whieh he knew to be there and

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxvi, 1-16. 
Memory Verse, 13—Golden Text, 
Mark xiv, 8—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We are to have five lessons tn this 
chapter, the greater portion of which 
!s recorded by Mark and Luke also 
The first five verses and the last three 
fre In the regular order of events, two 
days before the Passover, and Jesus 
again announces that He ts to be cru- 
eified (verse 2), The record says that 
hot only had the chief priests, scribes 
and elders determined to kill Him, but 
they were actually consulting as to 
how they could do ft in a quiet man 
her without an uproar, for they feared 
the people. “Then entered Satan Into 
Judas, surnamed Iscariot, being of the 
humber of the twelve, and he went his 
way and communed with the chief 
priests and captains how he might be 
tray Him unto them,” and for thirty 
Pleces of silver he agreed to do ft tn 
the absence of the multitude (verse 15; 
Luke xxii, 3-6). Luke also tells us 
that during those last days He was In 
the daytime teaching 1n the temple, 
and at night Me went out and abode 
in the mount that fs called the Mount 
of Olives (xxi, 37). After such a rec 
ord concerning Him whose witnesses 
we are and whose steps we are to fol 
low shall we ever again complain if 
we are hated for fils sake, if one who 
professed to be our friend joins the 
enemy against us. 

The anointing by Mary ts recorded 
by Mark and John also. but not by 
Luke, In Luke vil, 86-50, there {is a 
record of an anointing which was also 
in the house of a man called Simon, 
but that Simon was no friend of Jesus, 
and the woman fs unnamed and was 
confessedly o sinful woman, 

The event of our lesson today was 
six days before the Passover, and it 
was ut Bethany, in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martha and Mary and 
Lazarus were all present. They made 
Him a supper, and Martha served, and 
Lazarus was one of them that sat at 
the table with Him (John xii, 1, 2). It 
was on that evening that Mary took 
the pound of very precious ointment 
of spikenard and brake the alabaster 
box and poured it both on His head 
and on His feet as He sat at meat, 


‘ and the house was filled with the odor 


of the ointment. Compare the three 
records. Mary, like the other woman 
wiped His feet with her hair, but the 
other wiped her own tears with which 
she had washed [His feet, while Mary 
wiped them after she had anointed 
them with the ointment (Luke vil, 38: 
John xii, 3). In the one case {it was the 
heartfelt gratitude of a truly penitent 
sinner, while in the other it was the 
devotion of true worship and an 
anointing beforehand for His burial, 
for Ile said so, and He knew her heart 
and her purpose. My own conviction 
is that Mary had received His words 
concerning Tis cruel death at the 
bands of His enemies and knew that 
it would therefore be Impossible for 
His friends to show any kindness to 
His body then, as far as she could see, 
and she had made preparation and 
had watched for her opportunity, 
which bas now come. Can any one 
Say that He, knowing all things, had 
not arranged this stop at Bethany spe- 
elally for her sake? The other women, 
who, like Peter and John and the rest 
of His disciples, had not received His 


sayings concerning His sufferings, 
bought spices after His death and 
burial to anoint His body when the 


Sabbath had passed, but they. never 
used them for that purpose, so that 
Mary was the only woman who was 
privileged to anoint Him for burial. 
Those who receive all His words 
have blessings beyond all others. Some 
one bas suggested that in the three, 
Martha, Mary and Lazarus, taken to- 


gether, we have what constitutes a 
well rounded Christian life—Lazarus, 


the power of a resurrection life, be- 
cause that by reason of him many of 
the Jews went away and believed on 
Jesus (John xii, 11); Martha, restful 
service, because that here we do not 
read of her being cumbered, as on a 
former oceasion; Mary, true devotion 
and worship, for such is always cost- 
ly. David said, “Neither will I offer 
burnt offerings unto the Lord my 
God of that which doth cost me noth 
ing” (IT Sam. xxiv, 24). Let us pon- 
der, as in Fis sight, the cost of our 


worship of and devotion to Him, [t- 
nanclally how does it compare with 
our worship of self and the world? If 


we become as devoted to Him as Mary 
Was not only will some Judas criti- 
else us, but many professedly devoted 
ones will tind fault also, for, while no 
one will, perhaps, condemn our love 
for self and this present world, many 
will protest against too much devo. 
tion to Jesus Christ. Well, let them, 
if only we enn have His “She hath 
done what she could.” “She hath 
Wrought a good work on me" (Mark 
xiv, 6, 8), If fault finders with deyo- 
ion to missions could by any means 
hear His volee they would doubtless 
hear a “Let alone,” “Why trouble ye 
them" (verse 10; Mark xiv, 6). Think 
of the honor conferred upon Mary in 
that a testimony concerning her love 
and devotion is given in all the world 
wherever the gospel is preached. Ob, 
how real devotion to Him Is needed in 
our day, when all the world is open to 
the gospel and the age of unparalleled 
opportunity is fast closing, and soon 
He will come again to take Ais chureh 
to Himself. May we abide according 
to I Joln i, 28 
A Love Passage.

The Why and Wherefore of Many 
Army Customs. 


| HAND AND SWORD SALUTES. 


The Origin of the Former Goes Back 
| to the Time of the Borgias and the 
Latter to the Knights of the Cru« 
sades—Funeral Volleys and Tapes. 


Why does a soldier when saluting a 
superior raise hand his head 
covering? The beginning dates back 
to the time of the Borgias, if not to an 
earlier dati In those days assassina- 
tion was in vogue, and in order that 
an inferlor might not have a superior 
at advantage the inferior was com- 
pelled when coming into his superior’s 
presence to raise his right hand, palm 
to the front, thac no dagger 
was there. From this old 
custom our hand salute bas come down, 

The salute with the sword was not 
done that way in the beginning with- 
out any reason. When knights of the 
crusides received their orders it was 
the custom for them to call upon God

‘To do this the sword 
was raised to the front so that the 
hilt reached the lips, when the cross

Why in the funeral cortege 
mounted ofticer or soldier is the 
suddled and equipped, with the boots 
of the late ridge placed heels to the 
front“in the stirrups, led to the place 
of burial? To show by reversal of the 
boots the owner's murch bas ended. 

We inust go back to the days of the 
Romans for the reason why in the 
service three volleys are fired over the 
open grave of ua comrade. Among the 
Romanus the burial consisted of the 
throwing of earth three times on the 
cotlin. Three times was the dead man 
called by name, which ended the cere- 
mony, ind us the friends and relatives 


of a 
horse, 


departed each said “Vale!” three 
times, So us a farewell to our dead 
comrades we fire three volleys over 


the grave, Then the service called taps 
is sounded, this closing the ceremony, 

Why should the call taps be sounded 
In preference to any other? Because 
taps is the eall for “lights out,” and 
the lights of life are out in the com- 
rade who has “joined the silent 
bivouae of the dead.” This ending of 
a service funeral dates back to the 
early forties, but did not become a 
fixed custom till late in the civil war. 

There was a reason for causing all 
witnesses before a military court to 
remove the glove from the right hand 
before taking the oath. ‘The raising 
of the hands and eyes toward heaven 
When taking ap oath is of great an- 
tiquity. When the Bible was printed 
the bare hand was laid on the book, 
which was afterward kissed. But the 
Bible was not always at hand when 


needed, So the custom of raising the 
right band and uncovering the head 
lus grown into general practice, In 


olden days the criminal was branded 
| in the palin of the right hand, and for 
this the custom of requiring 
the removal of the glove came into 
vogue in order that the hand might be 
inspected,

In looking over some papers, yellow 
with age, 1 came upon the rollowing, 
written by my grandfather, who In 
his younger days was a newspaper 
correspondent of considerable celebri- 
ty: 

During the civil! war I was sent to 
France as correspondent for the 
Washington ——. The duties of a Bu- 
ropean correspondent are very differ- 
ent from one in America, There It is 
the duty of the enterprising journalist 
to secure an entree to the society of 
those who are making the history of 
their times, from whom alone he can 
get the news. 

There was one man in France to 
whom the Emperor Napoleon III, was 
more indebted for bolstering him on 
his throne than any of his imperial 
majesty’s official councilors, One even- 
ing at a ball at the Tulleries this man, 
whom I shall call Count de V., ap- 
proached me and entered into a con- 
versation with me about my journal- 
istic work. 1 was rather surprised 
that he should take any interest in 
such a matter, for no American cor- 
respondent was a part of the Euro- 
pean system, being usually employed 
to gather the news as !t was publish- 
ed and transmit it to American news- 
papers, 

Among other things Count de V. 
asked me if 1 corresponded with any 
other than American papers. I re- 
plied that I had a commission to send 
news to an English paper whenever I 
had anything special to send, where- 
upon he asked me to breakfast with 
him the next morning, promising that 
he would give me an {tem, 

When I met the count the next 
morning at breakfast I was not only 
amazed at the item he gave me, but 
at his giving it. He told me that the 
emperor had been striving to secure 
another power to join him in interfer- 
ing to stop the war in America; that 
he had been working secretly and per- 
sistently upon the English govern- 
ment, the people of England being al- 
most wholly on the side of the south 
owing lurgely to thelr dependence on 
getting cotton from that section.

BANKING IN ENGLAND. 


Started by London Goldsmiths In the 
Seventeenth Century. 

The business of banking was not in- 
troduced into Engiand until the seven- 
teenth century, when it began to be 
undertaken by goldsmiths in London, 
who appear to have borrowed it from 
Holland. It was attacked, as innova- 
tions commonly are. Mr. Gilbart in 
his “History and Principles of Bank- 
ing’ quotes from a pamphlet publish- 
ed in 1676, entitled “The Mystery of 
the New Fashioned Goldsmiths or 
Bankers Discovered,” a passage that 
may be reproduced: 

“Much about the same time—the 
time of the civil commotion—the gold- 
smiths (or new fashioned bankers) be- 
gan to receive the rents of gentlemen's 
estates remitted to town and to allow 
them and others who put cash into 
their hands some interest for it if it 
remained but a single month in their 
hands or even a lesser time. ‘There 
was o great allurement to put money 
into their hands, which would bear 
interest till the day they wanted it, 
and they could also draw it out by 
£100 or £50, ete., at a time as they 
wanted it with infinitely less trouble 
than if they had lent it out on either 
real or personal security. The conse- 
quence was that it quickly brought a 
great quantity of cash into their 
hands, so that the chief or greatest of 
them was now enabled to supply 
Cromwell with money in advance on 
the revenues as his occasion required 
upon great advantages to themselves.”

A GASTRONOMIC JOY. 


Bid English Recipe For the Famous 
Soupe a la Crecy. 

In the “Illustrated London Cookery 
Book,” by Wrederick Bishop. late eul- 
siner to St. James’ palace, berl Grey, 
the Marquis of Stafford, Bacon Roth- 
schild, Earl Norbury, Captaiy Dun 
combe and many of the first families 
of Great Britain (1852), we find this 
Tecipe for soupe a la Crecy: 

“Cut balf a pound of lean ham in 
dice, three onions, four turnips, twelve 
earrots (the outer side red only), a head 
of celery, a fagot of sweet herbs, two 
blades of mace, six cloves, a bay leaf 
and half a pound of salt butter. Fry 
all down tn a stewpan until they get a 
little brown; then add some second 
stock and stew until all the roots are 
quite tender; then rub ft through a 
tammy sieve or tammy cloth with two 
long spoons. If very thick add more 
stock. Senson with cayenne and black 
pepper and salt and a good bit of sug- 
ar. Send up on a napkin some nice 
fried bread cut In small dice and not 
erensy.” 

This ts far less elaborate than It 
sounds and is, indeed, in the main the 
recognized recipe for the royal soup. 
The spice is, if anything, a trifle over- 
done, and the carrots want to be well 
chosen, us the slightest stringiness de- 
stroys the homogeneity of the com- 
pound, The bread dice are important 
and should be fried in the very best 
butter or superlatively good olive oil.— 
Pall Mall Gazette. 


CORDITE. 


Made of Two Powerful Explosives 
Kneaded Into Paste. 

Cordite is the outcome of the strange 
paradox that if you mix together two 
powerful explosives the result is a 
smokeless slow burning powder. NI- 
troglycerin and gun cotton mixed to- 
gether with a little petroleum jelly 
make cordite. It is curious to see the 
two deadly explosives being kneaded 
together Into a paste by women with 
the same unconcern as dough is knead. 
ed for bread. Indeed, machines simi- 
lar to those used in bakeries take up 
the work and knead the buff colored 
cordite paste for seven hours, Then it 
is forced through molds and issues in 
long cords—hence the name cordite— 
the thickness of which is varied ac- 
cording to the weapon in which it ts 
to be used, 

For big guns cordite Is half an inch 
thick and cut into lengths of thirty- 
seven inches. Rather more than a 
thousand of these cordite sticks pack- 
ed in two bundles make up the car- 
tridge for a twelve inch gun. For the 
rifle cordite is pressed into a very thin 
string, like the finest macaroni, and 
sixty of these strands one inch and a 
half long make the neat little bundle 
which lies inside the cartridge case. 
For some European armies cordite is 
made in flat thin strips like whale- 
bone. Kept away from fire, cordite 
ean be handled with impunity.—Lon- 
don Graphic.

Land content themselyes with a visit 
to that restricted part west of Jordan. 
The mountainous regions of Moab as 
seen by them from Jerusalem are lost 
in a purple haze that constantly hangs 
over them, and the great stretches be- 
yond ure covered in mystery.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxvi, 17-30, 
Memory Verses, 26-28—Golden Text, 
Luke xxii, 19— Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson, entitled “The Last Sup 
per,” is recorded by Mark and Luke 
as well as by Mathew, and there is a 
long portion recorded by John only 
(chapters xiii to xvil, inclusive). It is 
eusy to read it. How often we have 
done so, but who can understand it? 
Only by the Spirit can we in any meas 
ure grasp a little of Its significance. 
May each one of us have a special 
anointing to read, to write, to medl- 
tate, to teach, and may the Spirit have 
full control of us, that Jesus Christ 
may be glorified, Luke says that He 
sent Peter and John, saying, “Go and 
prepare us the Passover, that we may 
eat.” Then they asked Him, “Where 
wilt thou that we prepare?” To which 
He replied that they were to follow a 
man whem they would meet, in the 
elty bearing a pitcher of water, and 
by him they would find the furnished 
upper room, ‘They found as He had 
sald and made ready the Passover. 
With the “Where wilt thou?” of this 
lesson I have in mind the “What wilt 
thou?” of Acts Ix, 6, with Prov. ill, 5, 6, 
and its “Trust—lean not—acknowledge 
—He shall direct.". We cannot learn 
the way of peace and His guidance 
In all things until we have learned 
that we of ourselves know nothing 
and can do nothing. Then see what 
simple, ordinary things He uses—a 
man, a pitcher of water and, away 
back in the story, a shepherd's rod, a 
dream many a time, a barley cake, 
the dew, a vine, a fig tree, a gourd, 
a worm, a hen and chickens, sparrows, 
everything? If there seems to be de- 
lay in guidance He ts saying, “My 
time is not yet,” but in due time He 
will say, “My time is at hand.” 

When evening came He sat down 
with the twelve and spake of Hs great 
desire for this time, but that He would 
never again eat the Passover with 
them nor drink of the fruit of the 
Vine till the kingdom of God should 
come (Luke xxil, 15-18), thus pointing 
to a future fulfillment of the Passover, 
When the deliverance of Israel from 
all nations would so far exceed the 
deliverance from Egypt that the de 
liverance under Moses would not seem 
worth mentioning in comparison (Jer 
xxiii, 7, 8. Then followed, still be 
tween verses 20 and 21 of our lesson, 
the washing of their feet, with its 
great lesson of humility. Those who 
think that He taught only Hteral foot 
washing should consider His words to 
Peter, “If | wash thee not thou hast 
no part with me” (John xili, 8). He 
washed the feet of Judas as well as 
of the others, yet Judas had no part 
with Him, and He said concerning him, 
“It hud been good for that man if he 
had not been born” (verse 24). If the 
wicked are to be annihilated, as some 
teach, there is no force In this saying 
of Jesus. Some time during the feast 
Jesus indicated Judas as His betray- 
er by dipping a sop and handing it to 
him, Satan having then entered into 
Judas, Jesus said to him, “That thou 
doest do quickly,” and he went out im- 
mediately, and it was night (John xiii, 
26-30), It has been night with him 
ever since, and there is no morning for 
him (Isa. villi, 20, R. V.). 

The Passover being ended and Judas 
having gone out to do his devilish 
work, our Lord took bread, blessed, 
brake and gave to the disciples and 
said, “Take, eat; this is My body.” 
Then He took the cup and gave thanks 
and gave it to them, saying, “Drink ye 
all of it, for this is My blood of the 
New Testament, which is shed for 
many for the remission of sins,” Then 
He added a word about not drinking 
it henceforth till the kingdom comes 
(verses 26-29). Paul in his statement 
of this says that Jesus added both in 
reference to the bread and the wine, 
“This do in remembrance of Me,” and 
he added, “lor as often as ye eat this 
bread and drink this cup ye do show 
the Lord's death till He come” (I Cor. 
xi, 23-26). Those who teach that He 
gave them His actual body and blood 
to eat and drink should explain how 
this could be while He sat there among 
them. Rather let us accept His own 
explanation in John vi, 47, 54, that 
eating His flesh and drinking His blood 
is Just believing in Him, for everlast- 
ing life is the result In each case, and 
there are not two ways of obtaining 
this life, What we eat we receive into 
us and assimilate it, and it becomes 
part of our body.

After verse 30 of our lesson we must 
think of the whole of Jobn xv, xvi and 
xvil. Then in verse 31 hear His quota- 
Mon from Zech. xili, 7, and let the 
sword of that verse point you back to 
the sword of Gen. ill, 24, which must 
flad a sacrifice, the antitype of Abel's 
lamb, if man would approach God,

THE BELTED PLAID. 


Was the Original Dress of the 
Scottish Highlander, 

The original dress of the highlander 
was the belted plaid. This was a piece 
of tartan cloth, two yards broad and 
four long, which was drawn around 
the waist in nicely adjusted folds and 
Ughtly buckled with a belt, The lower 
part came down to the knees in much 
the same manner as the modern kilt, 
while the upper part was drawn up 
and adjusted to the left shoulder, so 
that the right arm might be perfectly 
free, This upper part was the plaid, 
which was used os a covering for the 
shoulders and body in wet weather, 
and when the use of both arms was 
required It was fastened across the 
breast with a brooch, often curfously 
enriched, A brooch was also used to 
fasten the plald on the left shoulder, 
To attire himself in the belted plaid 
required on the part of the highlander 
ho small amount of dexterity, The 
sual way was to Iny it on the floor 
and after carefully arranging the 
folds to lie down upon ft and then 
buckle it on. The lower end was fas- 
fened at the right hip. The utility of 
such a dress in the highlands ts ob- 
Vious, for the plaid rendered the man 
Indifferent to storms and prepared to 
pass a night in the open air in the 
most inclement weather, while the 
loose undergarment enabled him to 
wade rivers or ascend mountains with 
equal ease, It was thus pecullarly 
adapted to the warrior, the hunter and 
the shepherd.—London Mail, 


SHE LOVED SNUFF. 


Remarkable Will and Funeral 
Queer Englishwoman. 

The will of Mrs. Margaret Thomp- 
son, which is preserved as a curiosity 
at Somerset House, England, is a trib- 
ute to the delights and consolations of 
snuff, The testatrix directed that in 
her coffin should be buried with her all 
her handkerchiefs and sufficient of the 
best Scotch snuff to cover her body.

LO LAY THE CORNER 
STONE. 

We wonder what a oopy of the 
JournaL of this week's issue, 
Nov. 11, 1910, will witness when 
brought from its depository in the 
Cornerstone in the faroff years to 
come ? 

At 3 o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon, Nov. 19, A. D., 1910 (D. 
V.), one week from tomorrow, 
Most Worshipful Grand Master 
Dana J. Flanders of the Grand 
Lodge of Ancient Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons of Massachusetts, 
assisted by his official suite and 
Mt. Horeb Lodge of Free Masons, 
will lay the Cornerstone of the 
Federal Building in this city with 
the customary rites and ceremon- 
ies in which he will use a Trowel 
fashioned from the brass door 
handle on the old Mishawum 
House, Woburn’s first Postoflice 
building where Ichabod Parker 
held the office as Postmaster from 
Oct. 3, 1797, to Oct. 1, 1810. 

A hermetically sealed copper 
box will contain a hermetically 
sealed lead box 84 inches long, 6 
inches wide, 15 inches deep, in 
which will be placed two Ameri- 
coun Flags, one with 138 Stars 
(Betsy Ross’s) and the other 48 
stars (present); Masonic and 
City Records ; photographs of all 
the Postmasters during the 114 
years of office leasing; photo- 
graphs of the city and important 
events ; newspapers ; relics ; coins 

gold, silver, nickel, copper, 
and War script; these to be en- 
closed in a wooden box made of a 
part of the frontdoor cornice of 
the office building of 1797, and 
placed in a niche in the heavy 
Roekport granite block that the 
Grand. Master will lay in the 
Northeast corner of the beautiful 
building now in process of erection, 
there to remain until the time, in 
some future age, when the rock 
may be torn from its foundations 
and our crude efforts are revealed 
to the light of day. 

It will be animportant event in 
the history of Woburn, it being 
the first building erected by the 
General Government for Postoffice 
and other Federal purposes in 
this part of Middlesex county. 

The cornerstone ceremonies on 
Nov. 19 will doubtless be wit- 
nessed by a large gathering of in- 
tcrested people, among whom we 

hall look for Mr. Arthur W, 
Whitcher, to whose untiring 
florts, generously aided by Con- 
rressman McCall, this city will be 
indebted for Uncle Sam’s splendid 
rift.

COST OF LIVING, 

During the last year a great 
deal hae been rend in the papers 
and heard on the stump about the 
increased cost of living at the 
present time and its causes. The 
most of the complaints have been 
uttered by people ignorant of the 
subject, and in nowise qualified to 
furnish a remedy, were it true 
that the people are suffering and 
groaning under the intolerable 
weight of the high cost of living, 
which ia not true, The fact is, 
politicians and demagogues are 
the ones who are doing the most 
of the howling. 

To throw somo real light on 
the subject and show that the 
country is not being ground to 
atoms beneath the iron heel of 
high prices we give the following 
facts furnished the Boston Z'ran- 
script for publication by a Boston 
Lawyer, and printed in that paper 
last Saturday evening: 

‘“T have in my possession a 
little account book kept in the 
year 1870 by an uncie who re- 
sided within twenty miles 
Boston. 

‘The following original entries, 
which I know to be genuine, ap- 
pear under his payments : 
One gallon molasses 
One pound saleratus 
Four pounds sugar 
Three and one-quarter 

pounds cheese 
One barrel flour 
One pound starch 
Two quarts kerosene oil 
One water pail 
One pound tea 
Two pounds beefsteak 44 
Two pounds rice 22 

‘In the years 1874 to 1883 I 
was personally employed in a re- 
tail grocery and provision store in 
Boston, and distinctly recollect 
that during that period we retuiled 
the best flour as high as $15 per 
barrel, granulated sugar at 15e 
per pound, kerosene oil at 380c 
per gallon, coffee 45ce per pound, 
tea at 80c per pound, sirloin stenk 
33c per pound.” 

Will the reader of the JournaL 
kindly compare the above figures 
with the prices prevailing now 
and find, if he can, good reasons 
for his complaints, it he has any. 
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THE REPRESENTATIVE 
CONTEST. 

The voters of this Representa- 
tive District did 2 mighty poor 
piece of work lust Tuesday by de- 
feating Hon. George F. Bean and 
electing a Democrat instead.

election of Lodge to the U.S. 
Senate; their regular 10 Repre- 
sentatives to Congress, and all the 
candidates by ample majorities.

ing the ex-President ‘to a frazzle.”

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(Qo Last Tuesday woek the 
Polly, the oldest veasel in the 
United States, sniled to New 
York City in response to an invi- 
tation from the ‘National Society 
of the Daughters of 1812” to ap- 
pear there and receive from them 
t handsome bronze tablet, duly 
inscribed, commemorating — the 
services of the little schooner in 
the 1812 War against Gréat Brit- 
tin, and participate in the un- 
veiling of the samé on her deck 
that day. It was a great honor 
that Polly received from the 
Daughters, and she richly deserved 
it. The Polly was built at Ames- 
bury, Massuchusetts, in 1805, 
and entered the American mor- 
chant service, Her timbers are 
as sound and strong now as they 
were when cut and taken from 
the forest. On the declaration of 
“The War of '12” the Polly was 
fitted out at Salem for a Privateer 
and until the close of the oontlict 
in 1815 she captured a greater 
number of British merchant vos- 
sels than any other Privateer on 
the New England cuast. For 
years the little craft was a ‘‘Holy 
Terror” to English sailors and 
merchantmen. She was captured 
only once during her successful 
privateering career. A couple or 
3 years agn interest in Polly was 
aroused by the publication in the 
Woburn Journat of the principal 
points in her history as related by 
Mr. George Buchanan of Bennet 
street in this city who was raised 
near her birthplace in Amesbury, 
and enjoyed the honor of her ac- 
quaintance during his boyhood 
days. He last saw Polly « few 
years ago in Boston harbor where 
she had just arrived from Maine 
with a load of hay. Mr. Buohan- 
an’s story in the JOURNAL was 
taken up and used as a text for a 
great deal of newspaper and mag- 
azine talk. An attempt was 
mide by a correspondent to 
‘*Notes and Queries” in the Boston 
Transcript to prove that the pres- 
ent Polly is not the privateer 
Polly, but he failed signally, and 
was, very properly, hooted. 
Polly returned to her work in 
Mnuine at the close of the inter- 
esting memorial ceremonies in 
New York on Noy.

Great 
Strength and speed are essential to the 
best pitching of this kind of ball.”

A writer in the Times of Indiu 
says: “To be cruel is to be ‘Mang 
hearted;’ to fly into a passion may be 
expressed in Marathe fdfom.as having 
& Mang within one. When on the oc- 
enasion of an eclipse fears are awak- 
ened for the safety of the sun or moon, 
it is the Mang whose help is sought. 
He goes among the people claiming 
thelr propitiatory gifts, saying: ‘Give 
your gifts that the grasp may be re- 
moved. For are not Rahu and Keti, 
the enemies who have lald evil hands 
on the heavenly bodies, themselves 
Mangs? Similarly, to their recognized 
relation with ‘dark’ worship and with 
subterranean and demoniae Influénces 
is to be traced the making of offerings 
to Mang women on Dnasera day and 
the sinister fact that there are few 
great buildings erected tn pre-British 
days in this part of India’ that have 
hot—whether they be temples or forts 
or palaces—Mang victims built into 
their foundations, 

“The pecullar place that these popu- 
lar superstitions have given to the 
Mang community is seen especially in 
the ceremonies that are sonietimes per- 
formed for the removal of disease 
Frequently when some one has fallen 
fll a Joshi is consulted and explains 
the illness as| due to the influence of 
some evil spirit. The one effective pre- 
scription {n such a case is to call a 
Mang and give him a dinner. This ts 
hot by any means an act of friendll- 
hess toward a despised community, but 
has as its object apparently the pro- 
pitiation of the demoniac power and 
the removal of the source of the dis- 
ease from the sick man to its proper 
habitation, 

“With this end in view practices of 
sympathetic magic, which can be par- 
alleled In the folk lore of many peo- 
ples, are employed. Portions of the 
finger nalls or, it may be, fragments of 
hair of the Invalld are secretiy mixed 
with the food to be given to the Mang, 
and before the sugar water of which 
he is to partake Is given to him the 
sick man must see his face in it. In 
this way the evil is supposed to be 
passed back to where it properly be- 
longs and the disease removed.

MEASURES OF LENGTH. 


Light Waves and the Wonderfully Ac- 
curete Interferometer. 

At the bureau of weights and meas 
ures at Sevres, France, the standard 
meter of metal, which .s the standard 
length of the world, ts kept carefully 
in an underground vault and ts tn 
Bpected only at long intervals. In 
Great Britain similar care is exercised 
In guarding the standard yard meus- 
urement. As it was possible for these 
metal standards to be destroyed or 
damaged in the course of time, it was 
decided a number of years ngo to de 
terinine the exact length of the stand 
ards in wive lengths of light, which 
would be a basis of value unalterable 
and indestructible. For this purpose 
the instrument known as the inter 
ferometer was Invented. This instru 
ment represented the highest order of 
workinanship and the greatest skill of 
the best opticians of the world A 
series of refracting plates were made 
the surfaces of which were tliat with 
in one-twentieth of a wave leugth of 
light, with sides parallel within one 
second, representing the utmost refine 
ment of optical surfaces ever at 
tempted. 

With the interferometer perfected, 
the attempt was made to make the 
wave length of some definite light an 
actual und practical standard of length 
For over a year scientists worked to 
secure this result, and experiments 
finally showed that there were 1,553,- 
16444 wave lengths of red cadmium 
light In the French standard meter at 
15 degrees centigrade. So great is the 
necuracy of these experiments that 
they can be repeated within one part 
in two millions So Inconceivably 
small is such a possibility of error that 
should the material standard of length 
be damaged or destroyed the standard 
wave length of Hight would remain un- 
altered os a basis from which an ex- 
act duplicate of the original standard 
could be made.—Chicago Record-Her- 
ald.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxiv, 32-51. 
Memory Verse, 44—Golden Text, 
Matt. xxvi, 41 — Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The grenter part of this great dls- 
course Is recorded by both Mark and 
Luke as well as by Matthew. As they 
left the temple one day His disciples 
called His attention to the great bulld- 
Ings with the goodly stones and gifts, 
and they were evidently greatly sur- 
prised by Tis remark that all would 
be thrown down and not one stone left 
upon another, Four of them came to 
IIim privately as He sat upon the 
Mount of Olives and asked Him a 
question which was really threefold, 
though they probably thought it one. 
The destruction of the temple, His 
coming again and the end of the age 
were two, if not three, distinct events. 
In His discourse he covered the reply 
to all. The whole age until He shall 
come again will be characterized by 
wars, famines, pestilences and earth- 
quakes, with increasing wickedness 
until ft shall be as it was in the days 
of Noah. 

In Luke xxf, 24, He very plainly re- 
ferred to the approaching destruction 
of Jerusalem and covered this present 
age by the words, “Jerusalem shall be 
trodden down of the gentiles until the 
times of the gentiles be fulfilled.” 
With this verse we should unssoclate 
Rom, xi, 25, 26. Many of the clreum- 
stances connected with the destruction 
of Jerusalem were foreshadowings of 
those at the end of the age, and the 
warnings are therefore similar. 

Verses 27-31 of our lesson chapter 
speak plainly of His coming in power 
and glory immediately after the great 
tribulation at the end of this age. The 
destruction of Jerusalem was in no 
sense His coming, for it is written in 
Psalm cli, 16, that when He shall ap- 
pear in His glory He will build up 
Zion, not destroy it. He is coming 
again to restore all things of which 
the prophets have spoken (Acts ili, 
21). 

The events in the east today are 
most startling if considered in the 
light of verses 82-35 of our lesson 
find compel us to believe that the king- 
dom of God is again at hand after the 
long interval of its postponement dur- 
ing this age. The zeal and aim of 
Zionism, the new regime in Turkey, 
her favor to the Jews, a large part of 
the land given to Abraham (Mesopo- 
tamia) being now offered to them, and 
the unrest among the nations gen- 
erally, all point to the approaching end 
of the age and the coming of the king- 
dom, How marvelously has the gen- 
eration or race or nation of Israel been 
preserved for the fulfillment of all 
things (verse 84), and soon now shall 
they be recognized as a nation, per- 
haps under the suzerainty of Turkey, 
with Jerusalem as their capital. That 
will, however, mean for them the be- 
ginning of their great trouble (Jer. 
xxx, 7) ere Jerusalem shall become the 
throne of the Lord at His coming in 
glory to set up His kingdom. That 
Israel is God's fig tree as well as His 
vine, see Joel 1, 7, and note the events 
of Joel jii in their order, The utter 
ungodliness of the days of Noah can- 
not be fully manifest until after the 
church is taken, but the manifesta- 
tions already on every hand in church 
and state are most unmistakable. The 
war craze of nations, the unrighteous- 
ness of government in cities and states, 
the infidelity in the seminaries and in 
the pulpits, the disregard of God and 
iis word everywhere, should compel 
us to cry, “Come, Lord Jesus.” At 
the coming of Christ to the air for His 
saints the true chureh shall be taken, 
all others left, but at the coming to 
the earth with His saints at the end 
of the age the tares shall first be gath- 
ered in bundles for the burning. 
“Ready” is the great word for us all, 
as we saw in a recent lesson. No un- 
saved person, whether moral or im- 
moral, sober or drunken, drunken ac- 
cording to Isa. xxviii, 7, or xxix, 9, Is 
ready except for the burning, the weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth (verse 61; 
xxv, 41). ‘he readiness necessary has 
been provided in Jesus Christ by His 
great atonement, His pure tife, His 
death in our stead, suffering for our 
sins, His resurrection from the dead, 
and any who will not plead guilty and 
accept Him and His righteousness must 
perish and be separated from Him. 

If we are redeemed and thus ready 
to meet Him we must never cease to 
watch and pray, lest the world, the 
flesh or the devil cause our Hight to 
fail or even to flicker, and we thus 
tishonor Him, “Faithful and wise” is 
the only motto that will enable us to 
be approved of Him (45). We must 
beware of saying or even of thinking, 
“My Lord deluyeth His coming” (48), 
lest we be found careless and con- 
formed in some measure to this pres- 
ent evil age. The oil of the next chap-

must so shine that men may see our 
good works and glorify our Father 
which is in heaven (Matt. v, 16). The 
only proper attitude of a child of God 
is “walting for His Son from heaven,’ 
“looking for that blessed hope” (1

thus expectantly waiting, atming in 
all things to serve the living and true 
God, Ever ready to do whatever our 
Lord the King shall appoint (11 Sam, 
xv, 15), “Ready to every good work" 
(Tit. il, 1). “Ready always to give 
fn answer to every man that asketh 
you a reason of the hope that ts in 
vou with maalbnoese ond feax" 
Our First Locomotives. 

The first locomotives in the United 
States were brought over from Eng- 
land by Horatio Allen of New York 
in the fall of 1820 or the spring of 
1830, and ane of them was set up ou 
the Delaware and Hudson railroad at 
Carbondale, Pa., but, being found too 
heavy for the track, Its use was aban 
doned.

ever imported into this country was 
the Robert Fulton, This engine was 
brought out in the summer of 1881 for 
the Mohawk & Hludson railroad, It

rooks appear to have suffered with 
them. This was stated, at any rate, 


to have occurred on the estate of the 
Marquis of Sligo, which boasted one 
of the largest rookeries in the west of 
Ireland. On the first or second day of 
the epidemic's appearance an observer 
noted that all the rooks had vanished. 
During the three weeks through which 
it raged there was no sign of them 
about thelr home, but the revenue po- 
lice found immense numbers of them 
dead on the shore, ten miles away. 
When the epidemic abated the rooks 
returned, but some were too weak to 
reach their nests, and five-sixths of 
them had gove.—London Chronicle.

The JournaL has been telling 
its renders for some time past that 
the high cost of living which is 
generally complained of, and out 
of which politicians have manutac- 
tured.so much campaign capital, is 
i public blessing; or rather, we 
should say, the finaucial, indus- 
trial and economic conditions 
which cause the high prices are a 
blessing. Of course, we have 
made no converts to this doctrine, 
but the people will, by and by, 
seo and realize the truth of it. 

Now, here are a few statements 
and figures taken from the last re- 
port of the Treasury Department 
of the General Government for 
1909 10, which go to show that 
our position in this matter 
neither wholly lunatic nor asinine : 

Deposits in the 1759 savings 
banks during the year increased 
t6 more than  $4,000,000,000. 
The average depositors account 
was $445.22, just $24.77 ubove 
the average of the year before. 
There are 800,000 more savings 
bank depositors than there were 
a year ago and the total of the 
deposits has stvelled $357,000,000 
during the year. 

This Treasury Report stated 
that the capital of the 7,145 
National Banks, and 15,948 State 
and private Banks, increased dur- 
ing the year more than $30,000,000 
that invidual deposits in all Banks 
increasedmore than$1,240,000,000 
and the uggregate assets increased 
$1,355,000,000. 

This does not look as though 
the United States is suffering to 
any alarming extent from a pres- 
sure of dear living, does it?

Marine expressions used metaphor 
ically are, in fact, very common, We

This last metaphor is extremely an- 
cient, by the way. Horace refers to 
Rome us a ship at sea, and Plutarch 
says the Delphic oracle referred to 
Athens in the same way. A Tamil 
saying embodies a like metaphor, “The 
soul is the ship, reason is the helm, 
the ours ure the soul's thoughts, and 
truth is the port.” An old collection 
of English proverbs contains this one: 
“The tongue ts the rudder of our ship.” 
A Malay maxim says, “The boat which 
is swumped at sen may be bailed out, 
but the shipwreck of the affections is 
final.” 

Aristophanes, Plautus and others use 
un expression which comes down to 
us ns an English saw, “To row one 
way and look another.” An old Eng- 
lish proverb (614) was, “It is not good 
to have an oar In every one's boat.”

WHEN THE PLAGUE RAGED. 


Cat and Dog Laws In England In the 
Sixteenth Century, =. 

Disease and the dog were believed 
to walk together in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. The terrier then was as much 
A suspect as the rat today. In plague 
times he had only to venture into the 
street to court death. Here is an or- 
der issued by the authorities at Win- 
chester in 1583, which Is typical of the 
rest: “That if any house within this 
cytie shall happen to be infected with 
the Plague, that thene every persone 
to keepe within his or her house every 
his or her dogg and not to suffer them 
to goo at large. And if any dogge be 
then founde at large it shall be lawful 
for the Beadle or any other person to 
kill the same dogg and that any owner 
of such dogg going at large shall lose 
6 shillings.” 

Among the recorgs of King's Lynn, 
under May, 1585, appeared this; ‘or 
os muche as It hath pleased Allmightie 
God to begynn to send us his vis!ta- 
clon with sickness amongst us and 
that dogges and cattes are thought 
verle unfitt to be suffered in this tyme, 
Therefore, Mr. Maior, aldermen and 
common councell have ordered and 
decreed that every inhabitant within 
the same Town shall forthwith take 
all their dogges and yappes and hange 
them or kill them and carrye them to 
some out place and burye them for 
breadinge of a great annoyance. 

“And likewise for cattes, if there be 
any nigh unto any house or houses vis- 
{ted with sickness, It is ordered that 
the cattes shall furthwith be killed in 
all such places.” An exception was 
made in favor of any “dogge of ac- 
compte.” Such a one was allowed to 
be kept If “kenelled or tiled up or led 
in a lease.""—Chicago News.

THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 


Ite Flight Through Space Toward the 
Constellation Lyra. 

In what direction are you moving? 
If you are going toward the Battery 
you will answer if up Broad- 
way you will answer “uorth;” toward 
the Hudson will say “west,” and 
if in the direction of the Bast river 
you will reply “east.” 

These answers might be correct as 
regards the surface of the earth, but 
they may be far from answering the 
question, for the earth is turning east- 
wardly at the rate of about a thousand 
miles an hour, which carries you to 
that direction very much faster than 
you can move over the ground. 

But that rotating motion, constantly 
changing your direction tu relation to 
nll outside the earth, is quite subordi- 
nate to another far more rapid motion 
that {is carrying you and the earth 
around the sun eastwardly on an en- 
tirely different curve at the rate of 
about nine miles a second, ever chang- 
ing your direction in relation to the 
stars In a clreular path 279,000,000 
miles long, 

Yet that isn't a

key to your direc- 
tion, for little you, your tiny earth and 
your third rate sun, with all of its 
planets, are traveling as a united group 
in one direction, differing from all 
those mentioned. Find the large first 
magnitude bluish white star Vega, in 
the constellation of Lyra, and you will 
be looking in the direction of the flight 
that our system is taking through 
space. If you will observe the stars 
around Veg» for a few hundred years 
you will find that they are apparently 
slowly separating, while the stars at 
the opposite pole of the heavens are 
slowly drawing together. That means 
Wwe ‘are moving toward Vega and 
away from the opposite point. This 
motion {is in a eclirele that cannot be 
exactly meusured, but there is evt- 
dence to show that it will require 
18,200,000 years for our system to 
complete It. 

Then can you answer, “I am moving 
toward Vega.” Perhaps so, but more 
likely perhaps not, for it is far from 
unlikely that you and your solar sys- 
tem, with Vega and all of the galaxy 
of sturs that eye can see on the clear- 
est night, are moving in the same gen- 
eral direction around some grent com- 
mon center yet unknown, Who can 
tell? No one now, but the possibility 
is presented to the human mind from 
what we know of the motions of the 
great universal clock of space that

A MAN AGAINST A NATION. 


The Most cuteue European War That 
Was Ever Waged. 

‘Lhe most curious Buropean war ever 
Waged was that which in the sixteenth 
century, the period of the reformation 
nud the renaissunce, was carried on 
single Landed for between five and six 
years between a bankrupt grocer of 
Berlin and the elector of Saxony, who 
Wus the most powerful German prince 
of the period. The grocer’s name was 
Hans IKohlhase, and the immediate 
cause of the quarrel was the arresting 
of two of his horses in the elector’s 
territory, he being a subject of the 
elector of Brandenburg. Failing to 
get redress, he adopted what was then 
a peifectly legal expedient and de 
clared formal war on the realm of 
Saxony. The declaration was accepted 
in due form, and the war began. 

The extraordinary part of the story 
is that the grocer kept the war up for 
nearly six years practically single 
handed and even went to the extrem- 
ity of declaring war on his own sover- 
eign in the meantime before he was 
caught. He burned farms and even 
villages, employed mercenaries after 
the fashion of the times and made 
himself the terror of the district. He 
was finally Influenced to stop hostili 
ties by Luther, and after he had taken 
the sacrament from bis hands he was 
betrayed into a further act of hostility 
by treachery and, being captured, suf- 
fered death on the wheel after refus- 
ing an act of grace which granted him 
the painless and hovorable death of 
the sword. ‘The story is perhaps the 
strangest of all the romances of that

ALLIGATORS’ NESTS. 


They Resemble Haystacks and Are 
Natural Incubators, 

“An alligators’ nest is an interesting 
thing,” said Alligator Joe. ‘Wild alli 
gators build their nests on the bank of 
4 river or in marshy places. They are 
made of mud, saw grass and leaves 
and mold. ‘They are sort of natural 
incubators, for the eggs, which are 
laid from thirty-five to eighty in a 
hest at one time, are hatched out by 
the steam which comes up through the 
mud as much as by the sun. Around 
the nest a pile of grass is laid, some 
times as high as six feet, and from a 
distance resembles a stack of hay. 
The mother gator has her den near 
by. She makes it by burrowing into 
a bank of soft mud, and sometimes it 
is seventy feet or more inland. ‘The | 
only way to get her out of a den like 
that is to take a long steel rod and 
thrust it down the tunnel, which is al- 
Ways slanting. When the gator feels 
the prodding she will come out to see | 
what the trouble ts.

one of those Imposing colonial edifices 
for which that state 1s famous, It 
was built during the times when the 
southern settlers, requiring laborers to 
work on their tobaeco plantations, were 
importing large cargoes of African ne- 
groes, who were held as slaves. It is 
of brick, with large pillars in front, 
and, considering its age, Is In a re- 
markable state of preservation. This 
is because n recent owner has put it 
in repair. 

Like other houses of its kind dating 
buck to the seventeenth century, It 
was built out of the proceeds of ne- 
xroes captured in Africa and sold as 
slaves in America, But the slave trade 


and its twin brother, piracy, were 
not in that day deprecated as they 
are, or rather would be, today. He 


who built the house referred to be- 
came one of the most prominent men 
of his time. Richard Granville was 
not his name, but in bringing out the 
antecedents of his descendants It is a 
far safer name to use than his own. 
He began life as a sailor, visiting ev- 
ery country where there was trading 
to be done, und a few of his older 
slaves, who were house servants and 
thus enabled the more readily to be- 
coms conversunt with his secrets, 
handed down «a tradition that thetr 
master started his fortune in piracy. 

Be this as it may, up to the middle 
of the last century his descendants 
did not deny that much of his money 
had been made in the slave trade, In 
his old age his conscience troubled 
hit, and those who were nearest him 
suid that he desired to make some 
reparation for his misdeeds. He had 
a statue of himself made of bronze 
and set it up on a pedestal In a bay 
window of his library, The left band 
rests on an anchor, and the right holds 
Nn sextant—not a mock sextant; a real 
one, though not of brass, but of the 
sime material as the statue. He lett 
orders that no headstone should mark 
his grave, and it was supposed that 
he intended the statue as a substitute 
for one, At any rate, no one now 
knows where he is buried, 

Different generations of his desecend- 


ants discussed the statue and won- 
dered at the whim which led their 
progenitor to erect it. One thing 
nbout it excited special attention. 
Every morning the sun, shining in 
upon it, strikes the eyepiece of the 


sextant and, passing through the tube, 
ensts fi jmiaige on the opposite 
wall. ‘The track of this round spot of 
light changes with the season, travers- 
ing a slightly different path each day. 
There is another thing that puzzled 
the owners of the Granville estate. 
The only Juscription on the statue, or, 
rather, its pedestal, is the date of 
Richard Granville’s birth, And not 
only is the date given, but the hour 
und minute, 

Of all topies connected with the 
statue probably the giving of this 
minute information was most discuss- 
ed. No one who saw it coufd remem- 
ber having seen any memorial giving 
either the hour and minute of a birth 
or the hour and minute of a death. 
But one generation after another puss- 
ed away, and no plausible reason for 
cither the statue or its singular tIn- 
scription was suggested, 

During the civil war Elwood Gran- 
ville, the owner of the estate at that 
time, fought for the maintenance of 
the system in the introduction of 
which his progenitor took {in por- 
tunt a part, Colonel Granville was a 
religious man and one of those who 
ivaccd wuthority for slavery from the 
Bible, After the war he returned to 
his pluntation and began to run it 
inew under the system that had been 
born during the struggle. 

A few papers that had belonged to 
the original Granville were handed 
down through his descendants. They 
liad been preserved time and again by 
different persons, but appeared to con- 
iain nothing to throw any light on the

He 
was not long in Inferring that on the 
day, hour and minute recorded on the 
statue the sun spot would rest on a 
part of the wall which would give 
some Information or injunction intend- 
ed by the man who had erected the 
statue. 

The Inscription gave the year, which 
could be of no importance since the 
sun traverses the same apparent path 
annually; the day, June 17; the hour, 
10 o'clock, and the minute, the twen- 
ty-fifth. In other words, if this were 
the true explanation, on June 17, at 
twenty-five minutes after 10 o'clock, 
the position of the sun spot would 
mean something. It could not refer to 
10 o'clock at night for an obvious rea- 
son. 

It was early in April when Colonel 
Granville hit upon this possible ex- 
planation. Nearly two months of walt- 
ing would be necessary before the spot 
would reach a position corresponding 
with the date. The colonel, too impa- 
tlent to defer investigation for what 
seemed to him so long a period, was 
eayrer to get a computer te come and 
calculate where the spot wouhl be on 
the given day. But he knew of no one 
at hand who would be able to make 
the calculation, Besides, he had no 
desire to suffer the obloquy such an act 
would cast upon him, for when he 
stopped to think he was forced to ad- 
mit that no more chimerical idea could 
enter the brain of man. 

So he was obliged to wait and while 
waiting plinned an excuse for what 
he proposed to do.

In fact, it rested on the floor, 
The colonel bored n hole iu the floor- 
ing, inclining it from the sextant to 
the point of the spot’s contact and, in- 
serting a tube, noted a place in the 
cellar where the line of vision pro- 
longed would strike. Then one xight 
when the household was asleep he 
went Into the cellar with a lantern, a 
pick and a spade and began to dig. 

He had cut through the cement bot- 
tom of the cellar and dug down exact- 
ly ten feet when he struck masonry. 
It was not very well put together, and 
he soon loosened the upper stones, 
coming to an open space, In this was 
an iron box or sufe, such as was used 
many years ago, A blow of the pick 
knocked off the cover, and there lay a 
mass of gold coins, On the coins lay 
a paper, which Colonel Granville read.

come something of a curiosity. Every 
one remembers the inconvenience of 
these mutilated coins. It was a mat- 
ter of daily occurrence to find one- 
self in possession of a silver, gold or 
even nickel coin defaced in this way 
Sometimes the hole was filled with 
some baser metai; often it was left 
open. This system of mutilating coins 
had the advantage, however, of being 
perfectly obvious, and no careful per- 
son need be deceived. 

Nowadays the work of defacing coins 
{s reduced to a fine art. The old, crude 
method of plugging the coins will not 
suffice, since the general public and 
the government are far more Intoler 
ant of the practice than ever before 
If the precious metal is to be robbed 
from the coins it must be done so 
cleverly that even the expert will be 
deceived. It no longer pays to mutl- 
late nickel or even silver coins, 80, ex- 
cept in exceptional cases, it 1s only 
the gold coins which are mutilated 
This practice, commonly known as 
“sweating,” requires considerable skill, 
and the ingenuity displayed is often 
amazing. 

The “sweating” must be done In 
such a way that the coin will:appear 
perfect, even to the closest observer 
The federal government will not per- 
mit any gold coin to circulate the 
weight of which is below the point of 
legal tolerance, which is fixed at one- 
balf of 1 per cent. If a coin is found 
to be Iighter than this it is stamped 
with a large L, to indicate Its light- 
ness, and Is returned to the bank or 
the individual who last bandled It. 
The only redress of the owner Is to 
have the coins sent to Washington to 
be reminted. The owner must stand 
the loss in weight, which is often con- 
siderable. In cases where the coin 
has been “sweated” an investigation 
may follow, with criminal prosecution 

One of the most Insidious methods of 
“sweating’’ and perhaps the most difli- 
cult of all to detect is the electroplat- 
ing method. The gold coins are placed 
in a chemical bath, and part of the 
gold is detached by electricity and de 
posited on some other object. In this 
way the gold is removed with perfect 
evenness from all parts of the coin. 
The letters and general design or the 
milling may be slightly dulled in the 
process, but only as it might be from 
general wear and tear. The lightness 
of the coin will be detected by the 
scales at the treasury, but in the mean- 
time such a coln may pass from hand 
to hand for a long time without arous- 
ing suspicion. It is obviously exceed- 
ingly difficult to trace the olfender. 

Another bafliing method is to split 
the coin and remove the gold from 
the inner surface. The hole is then 
filled up with some baser metal, so 
that the weight will be the sume, and 
the two sides are then welded together, 
It is possible to take a dollar’s worth of 
gold or more in this way from a twenty 
dollar gold piece. If the work be skill- 
fully done it is impossible to detect 
such a coin by its weight, and the only 
clew will be in some flaw in the mill- 
ing. Naturally it takes a trained, ex- 
perlenced eye to pick out such a coin. 
Meanwhile the gold piece has prob- 
ably circulated for days or even 
months, and it is exceedingly difficult 
to trace the offender 

One of the commonest methods of 
“sweating” is to shake up a number of 
gold coins in a chamois bag and pre- 
serve the dust and microscopical parti 
eles which have been loosened. The 
bag 16 first moistened, so that the gold 
will adhere to it, and is afterward 
burned and the gold assayed. The 
bruises or dents on the colus will ap 
mude in the ordi- 


pear to have been 
nary handling. The profit from this 
treatment is small, but many people 


seem to find profit in it. The question 
arises If the Ingenuity aod labor thus 
expended would not bring a larger re 


turn if devoted to some legitimate 
work. 
The men who handle the gold be- 


come marvelously expert in detecting 
the “sweated” coins. In handling mil 
lions of dollars’ worth of gold a de- 
faced coin will rarely get past them 
The coins are spread out In trays be- 
fore them and turned over and the 
Nght coins picked out. A slight flaw 
in the milling, a dulled appearance of 
the lettering or a suspiejous nick on 
the surface will be quickly identified. 
As a final test the scales, which will 
welgh a single hair, are resorted to, 
and if the slightest discrepancy can 
be found every coin is examined sepa- 
rately until the faulty one has been 
discovered.—New York Times.

In reply to the high priest’s ques- 
tion as to Jesus’ doctrine He replied 
“In secret have Lsald nothing; * * * 
ask them which heard me” (John xviii, 


15-24). They brought many false wit- 
nesses to testify against Jesus, but 
none of them agreed in their testi 
mony, not even the two of verse 60 
See Mark xiv, 56-59. To the high 
priest's question, “Answerest thou 
nothing?" Jesus held His peace, for 


there was nothing to reply to. In Ps 
XXXV, 11, it Is written, “False witness 
es did rise up; they laid to my charge 
things that I knew not.” Unless you 
have been similarly ill treated you can 
not imagine how hard it is to put in 
practice Ps. xxxviil, 13, “I as a deaf 
man heard not, and I was as a dumb 
man that openeth not his mouth.” 
When the high priest said, “I ad- 
jure thee by the living God that tbou 
tell us whether thou be the Christ, the 
Son of God" (verse 63), then Jesus 
said, “I am, and ye shall see the Son 
of Man sitting on the right hand of 
power and coming in the clouds of 
heaven” (Mark xiv, 62, with verse 64) 
Then they judged Him guilty of blas- 
phemy and condemned Him to dle 
But it was the truth that He spake, 
and they shall yet see it, and if they 
did not repent before they died they 
shall have to hear His “Depart from 
me, ye cursed.” After they judged 
Him guilty of death they mocked Him, 
blindfolded Him, struck Him on the 
face, spit in His face and said, “Proph- 


esy unto us, thou Christ, who Is he 
that smote thee.” Even the servants 
smote Him with the palms of their 


hands (Mark xiv, 65). When morning 
Was come they bound Him and led 
Him away and delivered Him to Pon- 
tius Pilate, the governor, that he might 
have Him put to death, their accusa- 
tion being that he was a malefactor. 
The result of Pilate’s examination of 
Him was a three or four fold testimony 


* that he found no fault in Him and, ac- 


cording to the harmony, a sevenfold at- 
tempt to release Him. Pilate’s wife 
ilso sent him a message saying, “Have 
thou nothing to do with that just 
man, for 1 have suffered many things 
this day In a dream because of Him.” 


When Pilate learned that He was of 
Galilee, which was under Herod's 
Jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, 


hoping thus to be rid of this difficult 
and perplexing case. But as Jesus an- 
swered Herod nothing Herod with his 
men of war set Him at naught and 
mocked Him and arrayed Him in a 
gorgeous robe und sent Him again to 
Pilate (Luke xxiii, 8-12). There was 
ho Imprisonment; there was no sem- 
blance of a fair trial. It was not un- 
like some of our modern cases of 
lynching, except that it had seeming- 
ly the sanction of both chureb and 
state 

But this man was God, suffering all 
this and all that followed for me and 
leaving all His redeemed an example 
that we should follow in His steps; 
who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in His mouth; who when He 
was reviled reviled not again; when 
He suffered He threntened not, but 
committed Himself to Him that judg- 
eth righteously (1 Pet. fi, 21-23). “He 
was oppressed, and He was afilicted 
yet Tle opened not His mouth. He ts 
brought as a lamb to the slaughter, 
and as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so He openeth not bis mouth" 
(Isa, Ill, 7). Being redeemed by His 
great sacrifice, it is our privilege to 
suffer with Him, to fill up that which 
is behind of the afflictions of Christ In 
our flesh for His body's sake, which Is 
the church (Rom, villi, 17; Col. 4, 24), 
manifesting by His grace the orna- 
ment of © meek and quiet spirit, which 
is In the sight of God of great price 
(I Pet. iil, 4), Peter speaks of himself 
asa witness of the sufferings of Christ 
(I Pet. vy, 1), and be who once rebelled 
at the thought of Christ suffering tells 
us to rejoice If we are partakers of 
His sufferings (1 Pet. fv, 12, 13).

The Electric Fan. 

Back in the early eighties Dr. §. 8. 
Wheeler, an electrical engineer of New 
York, was experimenting with a small 
electric motor, In the course of his ex- 
periments the doctor conceived the 
idea that steamboats might be run 
with electricity if the propellers could 
be directly connected to high speed 
electric motors, doing away with all 
the gears then in use in steam propul- 
sion. With this idea in mind he had a 
small screw propeller constructed and 
fastened it to the armature shaft of 
his small motor, To his surprise the 
experiment resulted in a fine breeze of 
cooling air which more than delighted 
the experimenter, for the day was de- 
cidedly hot. It is needless to add that 
the experiments with screw propellers 
ended right there, and the engineer 
took up the study of the electric fan, 
with the result that he soon perfected 
the device until it was a commercial 
success. 


Bonnyclabber. 

New drinks have sometimes a glori- 
ous and brief popularity. Lord Straf- 
ford, writing to Lord Cottington in 
1635, extols “bonnyclabber,” which he 
says “is the bravest, freshest drink 
you ever tasted.

BATTLES WITH LOCUSTS. 


In 1780 an Army Was Arrayed Against 
the Ravaging Pests. 

Since the days of the pharaohs ihe 
lonust has been an uninitigated plague. 
Pitny relates that in many places in 
Greece a law obliged the inbabitants 
to wage war nagninst the Insects three 
times a year—1. e, in thelr various 
Btates of egg, larvae and adult 

1@ 1749 locusts stopped the urmy of 
Charles XIL, king of Sweden, as it waa 


retreating from Bessarabia after its 
defeat at Poltuva The king at first 
Imnagined that he was being assailed 


by a terrific hailstorm, 

In Transylvania in 1780 the ravages 
of the locusts assumed such disastrous 
proportions that the army had actually 
to be called out to deal with the pests, 
and whole regiments of soldiers were 
employed gathering them up and put- 
ting them into sacks, 

A welrd, uncanny looking customer 
is the locust. The general color scheme 
of his body is a kind of indefinite 
green, relieved by pink legs and wings 
of a whitish color. Two huge, blank, 
unmeaning eyes give an expression of 
utter imbectlity to the insect’s counte 
nance, 

To atone in a measure for their de 
structive proclivities the locusts are edl- 
ble. The Argbs are particularly fond 
of them. Camels, to which they are 
given after being dried and roasted 
between two layers of ashes, look upon 
locusts us great delicacies, 

The flavor resembles that of crabs, 
and in Bagdad they are consumed so 
extensively us to affect the price of 
meat.—Stray Stories,

Scores of other streams can be used 
by small steamers for from twenty-five 
to 200 miles. Altogether it is safe to 
say there ure 5,000 miles of navigable 
streams in Alaska, The Yukon opens 
for navigation the latter part of May 
and closes the latter part of October. 

But with all its wealth of gold, its 
unheard call to toilers of the soil, its 
mountiins studded with gems of rich- 
es—the lodes of veins of copper and 
other materials—this empire starves 
for the one thing that would make it 
thrive.—Collier’s.

Onslaught of the Ravenous Tribe 
During an Invasion. 


| GLUTTONS BY THE MILLIONS. 


The Devastating Armies Fly Im Clouds 
Dense Enough to Obscure the Light 
of the Sun—The Hoppers That Come 
After the Crops Are Devoured.

} usivdly a long, dark cloud low on the 
horizon But the dark cloud is no 
forerunner of rain Instead of the 
precious liquid, which the farmer has 
probably long expected in vain, It por- 


fends the approach of his greatest en- 
emy, the omnivorous locust. 

As the dark cloud comes nearer it is 
seen to be composed of countless mil- 
lions of whirring wings. 
Soon the cloud appears overhead and 
is sufficiently thick to obscure the sun, 
Which is only opaquely, as 
through a mist, although the sky Is 
cloudless and the air clear, 

Now we are in the midst of a dense 
Swart of flying, whirring locusts, 
Which dash into our faces, enter our 
houses and fill our rooms with their 
presence. The air is simply alive with 
them. <All open weils must be imstant- 
ly covered or they will be polluted, 

owls and turkeys weleome the ad- 
They simply fatten on 
they run around and 
gobble them up. But this is no bless- 
ing to the farmer—far from it, for the 
flesh of poultry becomes so tainted by 
this form of diet us to be quite un- 
eatable, and even their eggs have an 
unpleasant tiuste. 

So well is this fact known that as 
soon us the locusts make their appear- 
ance in the locality the price of eggs 
drops to one-half or one-third of their 
former figure, and even then there ure 
few buyers. All the animals about the 
farmyard seem to be affected ad verse- 
ly, for even the horses have a strong 
aversion to eat grass which has been 
polluted by the presence of locusts, and 
unless very hungry they will not touch 
it. 

The advance of the locusts takes 
place us follows: First a few plomeers, 
the advance guard of the vast army, 
then the main body of the army, @ host 
Which is as invineible as it is destrue- 
tive, All true locusts are migatory by 
nature, for the simple reason that, be- 
ingy gregarious in their habits, it would 
be iinpossible for them to exist with- 
out continual migration. 

The ground on which they settle is 
completely cleared in a few hours, and 
they perforce other elds 
and pastures new, where they can re- 
peat their depredations. For the same 
reason the destruction which they ef- 
fect is purely local, One district may be 
completely devastated, while another a

Long trenches are dug, into which 
the “hoppers” are driven by rows of 
men, Women and boys armed with 
branches of trees, with which *they 


beat the ground, driving the insects in 
the direction of the trenches. On the 
opposite sides of the trenches sheets of 
galvanized tron are placed upright so 
as to form an effectual barrier 

On arriving at the trenches the “hop- 
fall into them and cannot easily 
their way out, especially as

} their progress is barred by the wall of 
the instant 


galvanized fron in front of them, tho 
smooth surface of which affords them 
no foothold 

The trenches are soon filled with mnil- 
lions of young “hoppers,” the weight 
of those above crushing to ‘death the 
strata of their fellows. Earth 
is then shoveled on the top of the 
seething mass of insects, and they are 
thus smothered and killed 

This is the most effective method of 
exterminating the locusts, but in order 
to iusure the success of the operation 
it is necessary that the attempt should 
organized and that all the 
heighbors should aet in concert.— 
Providence Journal

REFRIGERATOR CARS. 


Evolution of the Idea of “an Icebox on 
Wheels.” 

The refrigerator car was never In- 
vented, but just “fixed up.” It was 
the idea of a New England railway 
mun who needed some such thing as 
far‘buck as 1851. 

In June of that year the first refrig- 
erator car jis sald to have made Its 
trip from Ogdensburg, N, Y., to Bos- 
ton, The car owed its origin princi- 
pally to the fact that the farmers near 
Ogdensburg, who wade a great deal 
of butter, were unable to ship It ex- 
cept in ‘cold weather, 

A railroad man named Wilder, at 
that tine In charge of the through 
freight, thought it would be a good 
idea to rig up “an icebox on waeels,” 
and he told this to the president of the 
road, who gave orders that the mas- 
ter mechanic should plan several of 
them. 

At this time farmers were receiving 
only 12 cents a pound for their butter, 
The iced car was loaded with eight 
tons of it, sent through and allowed 
to stand In Boston Ull the product was 
sold, It brought 17 cents a pound 
after paying all expenses and com- 
missions, and the plan was voted a 
success.

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AFAMOUS PICTURE 


Rosa Bonheur’s Stirring Master- 
piece, “The Horse Fair.” 


A PRIZE THAT FRANCE LOST. 


The Artist’s Native Land Permitted 
the Great Canvas to Find a Home In 
This Country—The Story of the 
Painting and Its Replicas. 


One of the chief glories of the Metro 
politun museum in New York 's Rosa 
Bonheur's stirring masterpiece, “The 
Horse Taig.” a pleture which for its 
irresistible movement and living por 
traiture of man's most useful friend 
holds a unique position in the annals 
of art and the affections of lovers of 


paintings. 
Few, however, are acquainted with 
the intimate history of that notable 


canvas, and fewer still are aware that 
there are no less than five horse fair 
pictures in existence. The one in New 
York ts the original and, it will be re 
membered, was first the property of A. 
T. Stewart and then purchased for the 
Metropolitan by Cornelius Vanderbilt 
for 250,000 frances. 

It was painted In Paris, the models 
used being the horses of the Paris Om- 


nibus company and a few animals 
studied at the horse market of the 
French capital. Tt was first exhibited 


at the salon of 1858, but went baek to 
the artist unsold. 

A part of the further history of the 
famous printing is recorded by Ernest 
Gambart in his manuscript memotlrs, 
which have been freely drawn upon 
for the “Reminiscences of Rosa Bon 
heur:” 

“After the closing of the 1963 Paris 
salon ‘The Horse Fair’ was intrusted 
to the Society of Artists of Ghent for 
exhibition in that town, where it had 
mn great success, but whence it also 
came back unsold. In the spring of 
1854 I expressed to Mile. Bonheur the 
desire to buy it from her, At that time 
it was in Bordeaux, her native town, 

“Her preference was that the munic- 
ipality should purchase it for the city 
museum, and a price of 12,000 francs 
had been mentioned at which the town 
authorities might acquire it. But she 


said to me that if the canvas came 
back to ber again she would let me 
have it. However, she could not let 


it go to Engiand for less than 40,000 
francs, 

“T unhesitatingly accepted the bar 
gain, and it was agreed that the pic- 
ture should be mine unless sold to 
Bordeaux. As the picture was back 
in her studio again in the following 
year, I told Mile, Bonheur. that I 
wished to take it at once in order to 
have it in my 1855 exhibition and that 
I should like to have it engraved by 
Thomas Landseer, the celebrated en- 
graver and brother to the painter, 

“She wus delighted at the idea of 
the picture being engraved and said to 
me: ‘I have asked you 40,000 frahes 
for my picture, although in Trance I 
cannot get 12,000, and I am pleased at 
your consenting to my terms. On the 
other hand, I don't mean to take un 
due advantage of your liberality, Low 
can we arrange matters? Let us see, 
Well, the picture is very large, and it 
will be difficult to find a place for it 
in an engraver’s studio, Tesides, you 
want to exhibit it. Wouldn't it be bet- 
ter for me to paint you a smaller 
copy?" 

That suggestion she carried out and 
explains how the second canyas came 
into existence. That smaller copy was 
the one from which Landseer’s well 
known steel engraving was made and 
is the picture which Js in the British 
National gallery. 

When she heard that it had become 
the property of the British nation 
Mlle. Bonheur decided to make a third 
copy, thinking the second was not 
good enough for the London collection; 
hence “The Horse Fair’ No, 8. But 
the National gallery authorities were 
not able to necept the substitute, as 
the painting which it was designed to 
replace had been given to them ag 
trustees, 

Besides these three, Mile. Bonheur 
executed a water color replica and a 
drawing based on a large photograph. 
Of all these, however, the picture in 
the Metropolitan is by far the finest 
work, which is only as it should be in 
view of the fact that the artist always 
found her best public in America. 

This was recalled to her detriment 
when the rosette of the Legion of Hon- 
or was requested in her behalf. “She 
has ceased exhibiting at the salon,” 
objected the president, “and sells in 
Amerlea everything she paints.’ The 
complete answer to that was that the 
French government had had the op- 
portunity to buy “The Horse Fair," 
but had neglected it.—Argonaut,

When my wife faints, which is mis 
erably often, says a writer In the Lon 
don medical journal, the Lancet, I 
do not apply friction In the usual ab 
surd way—rubbing backward and for 
ward, which must alternately check 
nnd necelerate the passage of the 
blood—but, taking hold of one of her 
bands with my left hand, I place the 
thumb and finger of my right hand 
tight round her wrist and then pass 
them firmly up toward her elbow. 

Ifaving brought them back loosely 
to the wrist, T pass them firmly up 
again, and when T have repeated the 
operation two or three times, some 
times on both arms, T have the pleas 
ure of hearing the ejaculation, “I feel 
better now." When I first had recourse 
to this means of resuscitating my lady 
she exclaimed instinctively on two dif 
ferent occasions, without being, at all 
aware that I had had any particular 
intention, “Oh, that is what I seem to 
want!" 

From the invariable and immediate 
effect of this mode of friction IT flatter 
myself that it is not unworthy the no 
tice of the medical practitioner In the 
friction of cholera patients, a process 
which should be much oftener resort- 
ed to and more energetically persisted 
in than it generally ts.

If so, were we not as 
foolishly boastful as Peter? Tlow the 
Lord must have pitied him!

The condition of ev 
ery sinner before God ts guilty, with 
out strength, ungodly, enemies, enmity 
against God, deud in sins, children of 


disobedience and wrath, having no

PURE GLYCERIN. 


It la @ Quoer Substance Endowed With 
Peculiar Properties, 

One of the grent advantexes of giye- 
erin iu its chemical employment is the 
fact that It neither freezes nor evap- 
orates under uny ordinary tempera- 
ture, No perceptible loss by evapora 
tion has been detected ut a tempera- 
ture less than 200 degrees F., but if 
heated Intensely It decomposes with a 
smell that few persons find themselves 
able to endure. It burns with a pale 
flame, similar to that from alcohol, if 
heated to about 800 degrees and then 
Ignited. Its nonevaporative qualities 
make the compound of much use as a 
vehicle fev holding pigments and col- 
ors, as in stamping and typewriter rib- 
bons, carbon papers and the Ike. 

If the pure glycerin be exposed for a 
long Ume to a freezing temperature It 
crystallizes with the appearance of 
sugur candy, but these crystals being 
once melted {ft 1s almost an imposs!- 
bility to get them again Into the con- 
gceuled state. If a little water be add 
ed to the glycerin no crystallization 
will take place, though under a suffi- 
clent degree of cold the water will 
sepurate and form crystals, amid which 
the glycerin will remain in its natural 
stute of fluidity, If suddenly subject- 
ed to Intense eold pure glycerin will 
form a gummy muss which cannot be 
entirely hardened or crystallized.  Al- 
together It is quite a peculiar sub- 
stance,

BANK CHECKS. 


The Part They Play In the Payment of 
a Debt. 

A young man had kept in his pos- 
session for several days a check from 
his uncle. His uncle died, and he 
hastened to the bank to cash the 
check, When he found the bank would 
not pay the check until it bad orders 
from the heirs or from the courts he 
was surprised and observed to his fa 
ther that he thought of a check as be- 
ing so much money If the signature 
was good, 

As a watter of fact, however, a 
check is merely an order from A. to 
B., who holds some of A.'s money, to 
pay a certaln amount thereof to C 
It is not money, even if the names on 
the check are good and well known 
and the bank fs solid as the govern- 
ment. Although checks are given tn 
payment of debt and a receipt usually 
ts signed on the spot, yet the passing 
of a check does not constitute pay- 
ment of indebtedness until it is paid 
by the bank. 

Nor will the concurrent receipting of 
the debt for which it is given change 
this. If the check is not paid on pres- 
entation to the bank the original claim 
stands agalust the drawer or giver of 
the check. But a certified check con- 
stitutes payment on the part of the 
person who draws It. 

Checks may be antedated or post- 
dated—that 1s, dated before or after 
the date of delivery. If postdated 
checks are paid before the day spect 
fied the drawer can recover the mon- 
ey, for the bank has acted not in ue- 
cordance with any order from him, 
but on its own responsibility, 

If a blank fs left for the date the 
holder is authorized to insert the true 
date of delivery, but no other date. 
The Insertion of any other date or 
changing the date without the consent 
of the drawer makes the check void, 
New York Herald,

In the year 1759 there were 
20,000 prisoners for debt in Great Brit 
ain and Ireland. The futility of the 
system was quite as great as its bar- 
barity. More than half the prisoners 
in some of the prisons were kept there 
solely because they could not pay the 
attorneys’ costs, Many prisoners had 
thelr wives and children with them, 
There was no {nfirmary, no resident 
surgeon and no bath, Imagine a jyauce 
in these days containing 1,800 persons 
and no bath and no infirmary! We 
have indeed “progressed.’’—Dundee Ad- 
vertiser,

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FIRST TYPEWRITER. 


It Was a Clumsy Machine and Prac- 
tically Useless. 

Most will surprised to 
learn that the typewriting machine is 
not, as they imagine, a distinetly mod 
ern invention. So long ago as 1714 a 
patent was taken out in England by 
Henry Mill for “a machine for im 
pressing letters singly and progressive 
ly as in writing, whereby all writings 
may be engrossed in paper so exuct as 
not to be distinguished from print.” 

Ilis machine was, however, a clumsy 
one and practically useless, It was 
not until over a century later (1820) 
that anything more in this line was 
attempted, Then the first American 
typewriter, called a “typographer,” was 
patented by W. A. Burt. 

In 1823 a machine was produced in 
France haying a separate key lever 
for each letter, and between the years 
1840 und 1860 Sir Charles Whetstone 
invented several machines which «ure 
now preserved in the South WKensing- 
ton museum, London. 

In 1873 C, L. Sholes, an American, 
after five or six years’ work, sueceed- 
ed in producing a machine sutliciently 
perfect to warrant extensive manu- 
facture, He interested a firm of gun 
manufacturers in it, and in 1874 the 
first model of the modern typewriter 
was put upon the market.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.

A CONSUL WITH A GROUCH. 


The Author Called on the Newly Ap- 
pointed Official at Apia to Pay His 
Respects and Was Shown the Door 
With Few Words and No Ceremony. 


When Robert lived 
in Samoa he the others 
there did. Up at Vailima they all went 
about in thelr bare feet, except when 
expecting guests. 

When Stevenson came Into Apia he 
looked only half dressed. He always 
came down with a soft shirt on and 
generally white flannel trousers, some 
times with a red sash round the waist. 

On one occasion the genial author was | 
cruelly snubbed by a newly appoint- 
ed British consul at Apia, one Colonel 
De Coetlogon. The story Is told tn 
“With Stevenson In Samoa,” by H. J. 
Moors, the author; 

One Sunday morning while Steven- 
son and myself, barefoot and in paja- 
mas, were discussing the various local 
celebrities, my friend suddenly jumped 
up and announced that he bad ne 
glected a bounden duty. Here he had 
been in Apia for some considerable 
time and had not yet called on her 
Britannic majesty’s representative. [Ky- 
ery Britisher of mark should attend to 
such a duty at the earliest possible 
moment! IT must introduce him with- 
out one moment's further delay! 
“Come along. Moors," said he; “let's 
get it off our mind!" 

I informed him that Colonel De Coet- 
logon was himself a new man In the 
place—he had been tn Apia but a little 
while—and I had not yet met him 
People who bad met him had mostly 
declared him to be an exclusive, crusty 
old fellow, full of pomposity. I was 
therefore very loath to go until the new 
arrival had simmered down somewhat. 
It was rumored that he had been for 
years governor of some great jail in 
Britain, and people remarked that he 
treated many of his callers as ticket of 
leave men who had come tn to report. 

But Stevenson, feeling very sure of 
his powers to charm this Gorgon, 
would take no warning, but shouted 
gayly: “Come on, Moors! I'll attend 
to this case. He'll welcome us all 
right.”

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FLYING IN DREAMS. 


A Sensation Like That Which Some- 
times Precedes Death, 

The sensation of flying Is one of the 
earliest to appear in the dreams of 
childhood, It seems to becotne less 
frequent after middie age, Benunts 
states that In his case it ceased at the 
age of fifty. It Is sometimes the last 
sensation at the moment of death, 

To rise, to fall, to giide away has 
often been the last consclous sensation 
recalled by those who seemed to be 
dying, but have afterward been brought 
back to life. Pleron has noted this 
sensation at the moment of death ina 
number of cases, usually accompanted 
by a sense of well being. The cases he 
describes were mostly tuberculous and 
Included Individuals of both sexes and 
with atheistic as well as religious be 
Hefs. 

In all the last sensation to which ex 
pression was given was one of flying, 
of moving upward, In some death was 
peaceful, In others painful In one 
case a girl died clasping the fron bars 
of the bed, in horror of being borne 
upward, 

Pieron associates this sensation with 
the similar sensation of rising and float: 
ing in dreams and with that of mov- 
ing upward and resting on the air ex 
perlenced by persons in the ecstatle 
state. In all these cases alike life Is 
being concentrated in the brain and 
central organs, while the outlylog dis- 
tricts of the body are becoming numb 
and dead. 

Dream flight, it Is necessary to note, 
is not usually the sustained flight of a 
bird or an insect, and the dreamer 
rarely or never imagines that he Is 
borne high into the alr, Hutehinson 
states that of all those whom he has 
asked about the matter hardly one 
has ever known himself to make any 
high filghts in bis dreams, One al- 
most always flies low, with a skim- 
ming manner, slightly, but only slight- 
ly, above the heads of pedestrians. 

Soenunis—from his own experience— 
describes a typical kind of Uream 
light as a of light bounds at 
one or two yards above the earth, each 
bound clearing from ten to twenty 
yards, the dream being accompanied 
by a delicious sensation of ease and 
movement as well as a lively satisfac- 
tion at belng able to solve the problem 
of aerial locomotion by virtue of su- 
perior organization alone. 

Lafeadio Hearn somewhat similarly 
deseribes in his “Shadowings” a typi- 
eal and frequent dream of his own as 
a series of bounds in long parabolic 
curves, rising to a height of some twen- 
ty-five feet and always accompanied by 
the sense that a new power had been 
revealed, which for the future would 
be a permanent possession.—Atlantic.

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A TURBULENT VOLCANO. 


The Boiling Hot Pools of Taal, In the 
Philippines. 

The central or main crater of Taal ts 
nearly round. Its diameter on an air ne 
horth and south ts 6,288 feet and the 
east-west diameter 7,546 feet. The 
edge of this crater is somewhat Irreg 
ular, but is nowhere broken through, 
Its highest point standing at only 1,050 
feet above sea level and its lowest at 
426 feet. 

Within the rim are two hot pools, 
known respectively as the yellow and 
the green lake, and a ttle active cone 
above fifty feet in height from which 
escape steitn and sulphurous gas in 
varying quantities. 

In the smaller lake every few min- 
utes the water in the center is blown 
up like an immense bubble, which, ris 
ing above the surface, finally bursts, re- 
vealing a black orifice and causing the 
boiling and very turbulent water to as- 
sume all imaginable colors. The aque- 
ous vapor escaping is sufficient to form 
a broad, smokelike column which 1s 
Visible especially during the night and 
in the early morning. 

At some distance and before reach- 
Ing the edge of the crater, where a 
view of the bottom can be obtained, 
the rumbling sound produced by the 
escaping vapor, under the influence of 
the mysterious subterranean forces, 
can be heard like that of an immense 
boiling kettle. 

The greatest eruption of Taal took 
place in 1754. The eruption began on 
May 18 and did not end till Dee. 1. 
During this dreadful time the intensity 
and aspect of the eruption were con 
tinually changing, and the four prinel- 
pal towns of the laguna of Bombon dis 
appeared—viz, Sala, Lipa, Tanauan 
and Taal, with the numerous villages 
around them.—Mantla Times.

SUNDAY SCHOOL, THE TURKISH BATH 


Lesson XIl.—Fourth Quarter, For 
Dec. 18, 1910. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxviii, 1-20. 
Memory Verses, 5, 6—Golden Text 
Matt. xxviii, 20—Commentary Pre 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Those who know nothing of a risen 
Christ know nothing of faith or for 
giveness of sins or life eternal and 
have no gospel to belleve or preach 
(I Cor. xv, 14-19). It was the one great 
topie of Peter and Puul tn all their 
preaching. “This Jesus hath God 
raised up." “The Prince of Life, whom 
God hath raised from the dead.” 
“With great power gave the apostles 
Witness of the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus.” “The God of our fathers 
raised up Jesus.” “Him God raised 
up the third day and showed Him 
openly.” “God raised Him from the 
dead” (Acts fi, 24, 82; 11, 15, 26; iv, 10, 
33; v, 80; x, 40; xill, 23, 30, 88; Rom. |, 
4). Hear the Lord Himself to John 
in Patmos long after He had ascended, 
“Fear not. Lam the first and the last; 
I um He that Hveth and was dead, 
and behold I am alive forevermore, 
amen, and have the keys of hell and 
of death” (Rey. 1, 17, 18). In Col. fll, 1, 
bellevers are spoken of as “risen with 
Christ” and are exhorted to seek those 
things which are above, where Christ 
sitteth on the right hand of God. 

After He died Joseph of Arimathaea 
went to Pilate and asked for His body, 
and he and Nicodemus took it and 
wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, with 
about 100 pounds weight of spices, and 
laid it in Joseph's new tomb and rolled 
no great stone to the door and depart 
ed. The women from Galilee, having 
seen where His body was laid, return 
ed and prepared spices with which to 
anoint His body when the Sabbath 
should have passed and rested the 
Sabbath day, Was there ever a gloom 
fer Sabbath to any believers? He in 
whom they had trusted as their Mes- 
siah, to whom they had lovingly min- 
istered, for whom they had forsaken 
all, had been taken from them and 
crucified by the authorities as a wick- 
ed person, and now they were in great 
darkness, without any hope, for they 
looked not for His resurrection. “Hav 
ing no hope and without God in the 
world” (Eph. il, 12) is the condition of 
so many religious people today be- 
cause they know not a risen Christ. 

The first day of the week having 
come, they are found very early at the 
tomb to do what they bad purposed 
for His dead body, but the tomb fs 
open, the stone rolled away, and there 
is nobody to anoint, for as the angel 
from heaven said to the women: “Ye 
seek Jesus who was crucified. He is 
not here, for He is risen, as He said.” 
Mary Magdalene, who came with the 
other women, seems to have run to 
tell Peter and John as soon as she 
saw that the tomb was open and the 
body gone. While she was gone the 
other women saw the angels and 
heard theivy message and went to tell 
the other disciples. Peter and John 
ran to the tomb, and, having seen for 
themselves that it was empty, the 
linen clothes lying just as when the 
body was in them, they went away 
again unto their own home (John xx, 


8-10), Mary Magdalene returned to 
the tomb and stood weeping; then, 
stooping down and looking in, she saw 
two angels and heard them say, “Wo 
man, why weepest thou?” Even as 
they spoke to her I think that she 
saw them looking beyond her, and 
turning around, she saw a man whom 
she supposed to be the gardener, whoa 
also said to her: “Woman, why weep 
est thou? Whom seekest thou?” But 
not until He called her by name did 
she recognize Him. Thus He appear- 
ed first to Mary Magdalene even be- 
fore He had ascended to the Father 
(John xx, 16-17) in His resurrection 
body. As she went to tell that she 
had seen Him He, having ascended 
and returned, met the other women 
and allowed them to hold Him by the 
feet and worship Him (verse 9). Part of 
the angel's message to the women was, 
“Go your way; tell His disciples and 
Peter” (Mark xvi, 7), the only one men- 
tioned specially by name. Some time, 
somewhere, on that day He appeared 
to Peter alone (Luke xxiv, 34). In the 
afternoon He appeared to the two who 
walked to Emmaus, and He walked 
With them and opened to them the 
Scriptures. In the evening He appear- 
ed to ten of them (Thomas being ab- 
sent), comforted them, showed them 
His hands and His feet and ate a 
plece of broiled fish and honeycomb 
before them (Luke xxiv, 86-48), Thus 
Ile appeared five times on that day, 
and we know that He appeared on at 
least five other occasions during those 
forty days. “He shewed Himself alive 
after His passion by many Infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty days 
and speaking of the things pertalning 
to the kingdom of God" (Acts 1, 8). 

At the end of the forty days, hay 
ing commanded them to wait in Je 
rusalem till He should send them 
the Holy Spirit, He visibly ascended 
from the Mount of Olives, and when 
IIe shall come again to that same 
mount, bringing His saints with Him, 
Israel shall recelve Him, and He will 
set up His kingdom (Acts 1, 10-12; 
Zech, xiv, 4, 6, 9). Our commission 
during Ilis absence is to be His wit- 
nesses In the power of His Spirit, tn 
all the world, in the consclousness of 
Ilis presence and the manifestation 
of His power, that from all nations 
may be gathered His body, the church, 
that so Ile may come again (Acts |, 8; 
Matt. xxviil, 18-20; Acts fil, 10-21).

In Its Native Land. 


WELL MAULED AND SCRAPED. 


He Was Kneaded, Plucked, Turned 
Over and Walked Upon and Then 
Scrubbed as Though He Were a 
Kitchen Floor. 


The tourist who wanders about 
Stamboul will from time to time come 
on domed buildings of all sizes which 
might be taken for mosques but that 
they seem to have no fountains and 
ho minarets, From some place, such as 
the terrace of the mosque of Sultan 
Sulayman, where thelr roofs may be 
overlooked, it will that the 
low domes are often of a pecullar salm- 
pink and always covered 
With glass bullseyes, These are the 
real Turkish baths. 

Quite apart from the 
Wash before prayer, Islam, which con 
siders cleanliness not much next 
to godliness as a purt of godliness it 
self, ordains a periodical serub all over, 
And the Turk, unlike the sodden west, 
never sits in hot water, but prefers a 
hot room, @ tap and a basin as a min 
imum and a shampooer and a flesh 
glove if he can afford such luxuries, 

One enters, as in the west, Into the 
cooling room, generally a high domed 
room with many galleries around, a 
marble floor and a fountain, and be 
fore going to a private room or, if the 
bath Is to be done on the cheap, to 
ti place on the big common sofas one 
exchanges dirty boots for slipshod 
heelless slippers. Watch and valua- 
bles may be left under the care of the 
cooling room attendant, who superin- 
tends the process of undressing, winds 
f loin cloth around one and throws a 
primrose towel over one's shoulders. 
Before crossing the floor of the cool 
{ing room the slippers are again ex- 
changed for wooden clogs, wherein the 
novice walks like Agag, delicately, in 
fear of a fall, till he learns to iml- 
tate the speed of the bath men by 
tbandoning all attempts to walk and 
executing a fast shuffle, 

The outer hot room, at about the 
temperature of an English shampooing 
room, is a very secondary affair. One 
stays there for a Ittle, still clothed in 
the primrose towel, reclining on a dls- 
tant imitation of a bed, drinking cof- 
fee and smoking a eigarette, perhaps 
watching a couple of shampooers 
amusing themselves by a _ wrestling 
bout, The customer and the shampoo- 
er wear the same type of loin cloth, 
an elaborate check of red and yellow 
that may be seen any day in the 
streets on an apron worn by the Al- 
banian sellers of chestnuts or sweet- 
meats, 

If that cigarette is finished come 
into the Inner room, heavy with damp 
heat, the real bath. The attendant 
pulls off the shoulder towel and opens 
the door, a heavy wooden affair, kept 
shut by a counterwelght, whose bang- 
ing is not the least characteristic noise 
{n the bath. Inside is a large square 
domed room, Innumerable bullseyes 
{in the dome admit the light, which the 
whitewashed walls reflect, making a 
Hight and airy effect. On the great 
square slab in the middle they have 
placed a towel and a pillow, and here 
one Hes, leaving the clogs on the floor, 

Round the room, screened from one 
another by dwarf walls, are a row of 
marble basins, and here may be seen 
all classes—such is the democracy of 
Islam—from the army officer to the 
day laborer, whose shaved head oddly 
suggests a tonsure. The poorer classes 
do not Indulge in the luxury of mas- 
sage. They come for a wash only and 
often bring their own soap for econo- 
my's sake, It is not uncommon to see 
two of them serubbing one another by 
turns, 

Presently, unbidden, the shampooer 
mounts the slab and squats beside his 
victim. Most of his work consists In 
kneading the flesh rather than the 
long, heavy strokes of an English mas- 
seur. But when the customer is turn- 
ed ils the masseur becomes 
more energetic, Te plucks the skin 
on euch side of the spine, walks up 
and down on the back and strenuously 
gathers up arms and legs Into curlous 
bone breaking knots regardless of the 
grunts of the stiff jointed west, <A 
final super-Gordian knot and the clap- 
ping of his hands show that ft Is over, 

The customer, as soon as he can col- 
lect limbs which to have been 
pulled clean off him, adjourns to one of 
the basins and is rubbed with a rough 
glove to take off the old skin, Then 
the nin brings a battered metal bow! 
(old bowl, old bath,” is the Turkish 
proverb for “the old, old story") with 
soup and a lather wisp of “lyf’ (Mecca 
palm fiber, and serubs conseclentlously 
for fen minutes, working with 
the abandon of a zealous housemaid on 
a floor, forgetful apparently that the 
object he scrubbing is flesh and 
blood, 

Finally he pours warm water from 
the bowl to wash away the last of the 
soapsuds and, if the bath is a large and 
up to date one, conducts his well serub- 
bed victim to a cold douche, 

Drying rakes place In the outer bot 
foom, sundry loin cloths and towels 
are wrapped about the body, a small 
towel makes a turban for the head and 
clean clogs are produced for the feet, 
which have been dried with great— 
sometimes tinconvenlently great—care. 
A loud clapping of hands announces 
that the process is over, and the three 
or four Turks who seem always to be 
doing nothing zealously in the room 
erowd round to wish one good health,

There was a time when a workman 
In Ineland received 8 cents a day as 
an ordinary wage, when skilled ar- 
tisans commanded 12 cents n day and 
When women worked in the fleld at 
such tasks as reaping straw, hoeing, 
planting beans and washing sheep 
for 2 cents a day, and a wise student 
of the subject las expressed the opin 
ion that the British workman of that 
day was better off than he has ever 
been since then

who sold his for 8 cents a 
day could buy good beef or mutton for 
I's cents nm pound, Wheat cost him on 
(he average only 18 cents a bushel, 
Ife could get board for 12 to 16 cents 
na week, The pay he would receive for 
fifteen weeks’ services would suffice 
to purchase a supply of sultable food- 
stuffs, according to the standard of his 
time (consisting of wheat, malt and 
oatmenl, to maintain his family for

Three Days’ Carnival of Marpignon's 
Intrepid Anglers. 

Though their lakes and ponds «are

In a certain country town not far 
from Paris there existed a fishing club 
named the Intrepid Fishers of Marpl 
gnon, <A pretty stream goes through 
Marpignon, but for many years not 
me fish had been seen in this stream 
from whieh circumstance, it followed 
the Intrepid Tishers had little to do

The excitement may be imagined 
therefore, when the word ran through 
Marpignon that a large  barbel—a 
tough and gamy fish—had been seen 
In the stream, ‘The Intrepid Fishers 
turned out and, having ascertained 
that there was Indeed a barbel in the 
stream, Immediately stopped the wa 
ter some little distance above and be 
low him with gratings that he 
could not get away.

Then 
the Intrepid Fishers counted up the 
notches that they had made on thet 
fish poles, and the man who had 
caught the barbel the most times wus 
declared the champion fisherman of 
Marpignon and recelved great honors 
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Fishskin Tartars. 

The skin of the fish does not suggest 
itself as a suitable material for thi 
making of clothes, yet it is used fo 
this purpose by a tribe of Tartars in 
Manchuria, They inhabit the banks 
of the Peony river and live by fishing 
and hunting. During the past 100 
years they have become nearly extinet 
owing to the invasion of thelr domain 
by agricultural Chinese. They are 
known as Tishskin Tartars. The fish 
they use is the tamara, a species of

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WANTS TO BE SENATOR. 


The politicians in Boston say 
that Governor elect Foss is really 
a candidate for Senator Lodge’s 
shoes, and that he and his blowers 
and strikers are leaving no stone 
unturned to get them. 

After crowding Butler Ames 
off the track Foss turned on his 
half dozen other Democratic com- 
petitors and drove them from the 
field. 

Fose’s campaign against Lodge 
appears to have flaxed out a good 
deal in the last week or two; it 
is generally thought that the at- 
tack of acute indigestion which he 
suffered following a ‘hasty plate 
of soup,” an expression which 
cost the late lamented General 
Winfield Scott the Presidency of 
the United States, coupled with 
the setback he got down in Essex 
County, may have discouraged 
and caused him to slacken his 
pace. The published statement 
mado by a distinguished Demo- 
cratic statesman in which the 
Governor-elect was _ severely 
“whipped around the stump,” 
may have had a bad effect on his 
spirits. 

However, Foss is still a eandi- 
date for the U. S. Senate, but the 
Democratic leaders of the Hub be- 
heve that Boss Lomasney of Ward 
8 will ‘‘beat him to a raffle,” as a 
certain distinguished citizen vould 
put it. 


SOUND DOCTRINE. 


Congressman McCall believes that 
the people should have the right 
to vote for U. 5. Senators and all 
other agents in the conduct of the 
government with the exception of 
Court Judges. On this proposi- 
tion Senator Lodge and Congress- 
man MoCall are paired—Boston 
Globe. 

We would go a step further 
and have the Judges of all the 
Courts, from Supreme to Trial 
Justice, elocted by the people for 
fixed tenure of office, as they are 
in Illinois and several other 
States. 

Can any sound reason be given 
for the election of a Representa- 
tive to the National House by 
popular vote, and electing a U.S. 
Senator by the Legislature? We 
have never been able to find one.

She lived with her mother 
and two sisters at 7 Raedsdule street, 
Allston, ber father, Hurry M. Call, 
being General Manager of a newspaper 
aud job printing establishment at 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota, where be 
was whan his daughter was drowned. 

Mr. Call and family were residents 
of Woburn segeral years ago and have 
relatives aud many friends here now, 
who extend to them profound sympathy 
in their great sorrow. He carried on 
the printing business on Walnut atreet 
in this city, and afterwards went to 
the Riverside Press in Oambridge, 
where he remaioed until he went West.

TIDES THAT RAGE 


Queer Pranks Played by the Ebb 
and Flow of the Ocean. 


THE RUSH INTO THE AMAZON. 


Three Successive Waves, Each Ten 
Feet High, Fling Themselves In a 
Roaring Mass Upon the Great River. 
The Tides at Panama. 


The highest ocean tide In the world 
is in the bay of Fundy, where it has 
been known to rise elghty odd feet. 
The second highest tide ts found at 
the mouth of the English river the 
Severn. 

The top of the Severn tide is at 
Chepstow, and when there is a gale 
behind a spring tide a rise of nine- 
teen feet seven Inches has been ob- 
served within a single hour, The re- 
sult of this Is a “bore,” a tidal wave 
which sweeps up the wide channel at 
more than ten miles an hour and 
swallows the bare sands under a wild 
tumble of turbulent waves. 

The cause of the gigantic Severn 
tide is interesting. It is not entirely 
due to the rapid narrowing and shal- 
lowing of the Bristol channel, but is 
chiefly caused by the fact that two 
tides enter the Severn simultaneously. 
The crest of the tide which runs into 
the Irish channel meets at the mouth 
of the Bristol channel another wave, 
twelve hours older, which has come 
round the north of Ireland. These 
two together run up the Severn. 

A tide almost equal to that of the 
Severn is seen in the bay of Mount 
St. Michael, on the French coast. At 
low tide carts drive across from La 
Vendee to the Isle of Noirmoutien; at 
high tide big ships sail across the 
road. 

In stories of adventure one some- 
times reads of the tide racing in over 
the sands faster than a man can run. 
This actually happens in the bay of 
Mount St. Michael. 

At low tide there Iles before one a 
wide plain of sand 150 square miles in 
extent, in the center of which rises 
the huge black mass of St. Michael's 
mount. Tire tide turns, and one sees it 
rushing In edged by a line of white. 
A liquid mass estimated at 1,470,000,- 
000,000 of cubic yards comes pourilog 
Into the bay and In a very few hours 
covers the whole great plain. The 
distance between ebb and flood marks 
in the bay is nearly seven miles, 
Centuries ago all this desolate gulf 
was a wide stretch of fertile land, pro- 
tected on the seaward side by tall 
sand hills, <A great tide with a heavy 
gale bebind It burst through the bar- 
riers and stole 90,000 acres of farm 
and pasture. 

While the French side of the Eng- 
lish channel fs daily visited by 1m- 
mense tides, England's side has com- 
paratively small ones, and from Poole 
harbor to the Isle of Wight the very 
peculiar phenomenon of double tides 
Is seen. These are caused by the in- 
terruption of the tidal wave by the 
Isle of Wight. 

All over the world we find the tides 
playing the queerest pranks. At the 
port of Panama, on the Pacific end of 
the Panama canal, you may watch a 
tide of twenty-three feet rise and fall. 
Less than forty miles away, at the 
Atlantic end of the big cut, there is 
practically no tide at all. 

We have spoken of the “bore” in the 
Severn. Imposing sight as this ts, it is 
child's play compared with the tidal 
wave which rushes up the enormous 
estuary of the Amazon. 

This rush of water, which, by the 
way, makes a terrific roaring sound, 
comes In three successive waves, each 
about ten feet high, and vessels navi- 
gating the estuary ore in as great 
danger as when they are overtaken by 
storm in the open sea. 

The Ganges has a dangerous “bore” 
at high springs, and the ‘mascaret” 
on the river Seine Is also a source 
of peril to small craft. 

The force of the currents or races 
produced by tides penned in narrow 
channels must be seen to be believed. 
Every one has heard of the famous 
maelstrom off the Norwegian coast, 
the terrible whirlpool which was sup- 
posed to drag down ships and grind 
them to pieces against the rocks at the 
bettom. The whirlpool as such does 
not exist, but the tide race between 
Moskol island and its next neighbor 
Is ualinost ns dangerous as the revoly- 
ing eddy of the fable. 

The sea here rushes through a rock 
walled channel at more than ten miles 
an hour, A sailing vessel caught in 
this race Is perfectly helpless, and a 
steumer must have uncommonly good 
engines to drive her way through It. 

Between Jura and Scarba islands, on 
the west coast of Scotland, Is a tidal 
race which for speed and fury holds 
a world's record. The native name 
for this race is Colrebhreacaln, It- 
erally “cauldron of the spotted seas.”. 
Here the tide runs at no less than 
twelve and a half miles an hour, and 
when the wind 1s over the tide the 
whole strait becomes actually a_boll- 
ing, foaming caldron, into which no 
craft of any kind could venture with- 
out certain disaster, 

In December, 1902, an easterly gale 
ereated enormous difficulties for the 
shipping at Hamburg. It took the wa. 
ter right out of the Elbe, and where 
vessels drawing twenty-five feet had 
been accustomed to move easily there 
was not water enough to float those 
drawing fifteen feet. All the large 
steamers in the port were stranded, 
and some lay right over on thelr sides, 
The scene was a most curious and 
amazing one.—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


Where Money Buys Life.

such circumstances come down upon 
his enemy and strip him of everything. 
Poor Chinese have been known to sell 
everything they possessed, tear down 
their houses to sell the timber, sell or 
rent out their wives and children and 
even sell themselves to procure money 
for the proper rites for the peace and 
comfort of the ancestral spirits, One 
thing alone a Chinese will not do— 
namely, sacrifice his son,—Kenneth F, 
Junior, M. D., in National Geographic 
Dbdeandndthtidine . 
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THE “HEATHEN CHINEE.” 


And the Cards Bret Harte Wrote Into 
His Flowing Sleeves. 

Every one who knows American 
poetry ts familiar with Bret Harte’s 
“Heathen Chinee,” written in the ear- 
ly seventies at the time when the feel- 
Ing on the Pacific const ran high 
against the mild eyed Celestinl and 
volcing that feellng by portraying the 
hero, If such a term may be applied to 
Ah Sin, as a crafty card cheating 
tillain who outwits the sharps of the 
California oining camps, 

It is not generally known, however, 
that the poem {ts unique In that it 
contains an error which the author 
failed to detect when reading the gal 
ley proofs and which survived and 
still survives all attempts at correc- 
tion, Perhaps it is the only instance 
in Iiterature where a grossly patent 
error in the copy reading of an after- 
ward famous article, whether prose 
or poem, has persisted through nu- 
merous editions despite all efforts of 
author and editor to kill it. 

The poem was written while Bret 
Harte was employed on 4 San Fran- 
eisco daily and, to him, was merely 
f part of the day's work, It.tells of a 
Chinee, Ah Sin, who, “with a sinile 
that was childlike and blmad,” sat in a 
game of euchre with Truthful James 
and Bill Nye, 

At a crucial point of the game the 
artless Chinese plays the winning 
ecard, “which,” says Truthful James 
the narrnior of the catastrophe, “the 
same Nye had dealt unto me!’ Where 
upon Truthful and Nye proceed to 
“go for that heathen Chinee.’ | Te 
damaging evidence disclosed by the. 
rough and searching investigation 
told ns follows In the poem as it was 
printed—and has been printed ever 
since the initial publication: 


In his sleeves, which were tong, there were 
twenty-four packs, 

Which ts coming it strong, yet I state but 
the facts. 


In this form the busy Bret Hurte 
let the proofs go down to the printer, 
and it was not until some time later 
that he recalled having overlooked an 
error in it. He hurried down to the 
press, but already several hundred 
copies had been struck off and were 
belng distributed about the city to the 
morning subscribers. Bret Harte, at- 
taching no importance to the fugitive 
verses, which had merely oozed from 
his pen the afternoon previous, made 
nu effort at correction then. When, 
however, the eastern press enthusias 
tically copied it and publishers and il- 
lustrators rang all manner of comic 
changes in it he tried to substitute the 
correct phrase, but without avail, and 
“The Heathen Chinee”’ has persisted 
{n its original form through number- 
less editions ever since. 

What Bret Harte wrote was: 


In his sleeves, which were long, he had 
twenty-four jacks. 


Now, in the game of euchre, as all 
card pluyers know, the jacks are of 
great value, and the stufling of num- 
berless jacks up his flowing sleeves, 
as the poet intended to sing, showed 
great astuteness on the part of Ah 
Sin. The uncorrected error of the com- 
positor who set up “packs” Instead of 
‘Jacks," still left enough of sense to 
pass muster when embodied between 
the contexts, 

The poet, after years of fruitless en- 
deavor, finally gave up all hope and 
resigned: himself to the butchered read- 
ing.—New York Times, 


Mule Riding In Portugal. 

In odd contrast to the modern rush 
and honk of the automobile and the 
clang of the trolley cars are the saloios 
or small farmers of Portugal, who ride 
nonchalantly through the twentieth 
century hubbub on the back—the ex- 
treme back—of small, patient eyed 
mules.

The neighborhood in which 1 live, 
writes an Indian girl in the Red Man, 
Is divided into four main 
namely, Yellow Hill, Soco, 
fod Birdtown. The Indians living in 
of these will challenge 
those living in another to a game of 
ball, They choose their players and 
fgree upon the time and place for 
playing the game It is generally 
played in an open field far ditferent 
from the well graded field upon which 
the game of football is played, 

The evening before the game the In- 
diains, the women included, hold a 
dance in their respective sections of 
the country. These dances are held in 
the open air, usually near some small 
stream, The women do the singing 
while the men dance. In their songs 
they make all kinds of remarks about 
those of the opposing side. These 
dances continue all night long. From 
the time of the dances until after the 
gume the players are not allowed to 
eat any food. 

The following day the people from 
the different sections gather at the ap- 
pointed place to witness the game, 
They either sit or stand around the 
edge of the field. The ball players 
each have two sticks similur to those 
used Ja the game of only 
smaller, The bail is tossed up in the 
center of the field, and the pame be 
gins. The object is to get it around 
two poles placed at eneh end of the 
field a certain number of times. Whey 
cannot piek up the ball in their hands, 
The players who succeed in getting the 
ball around the poles at the end of the 
field the greatest number of times win 
the game.

try. King was an invalid, but his 
friends urged him to take second place 

on the tleket with Pierce in 1852,

forced to go to Cuba some two months 
before inauguration day. Not baying 
returned to the United States by 
March 4, cougress passed a special aet 
authorizing the United States consul 
ut Matanzas, Cuba, to swear him in 
as vice president at about the hour 
When Vierce was taking the oath of 
office at Washington, 

This arrangement was carried out to 
a dot, and on the day appointed, at a 
Plantation on one of the highest hills 
in the vicinity of Matanzas, Mr, King 
wis tinide vice president of the United 
States anid the solemn “Vaya vol con 
Dios” (God will be with you) of the 
creoles who had ussenmbled to withess 
the unique spectacle, Viee President 
King returned to his home at Cahaw 
ba, Ala, arriving at that place April 
17, 1853, and died the followlug day.

In the early nineties the sensation at 
Monte Carlo one season was the play 
of na Chiengo youth of twenty-one, 
hamed Harry Rosenfeld, who made 
something Ike 600,000 franes in a 
week, playing during the day, but lost 
most of {t at baccarat at night after 
the casino had closed, 

The late David Christie Murray used 
to tell n story of a sensational play 
at Monte Carlo that he witnessed him 
self. “It was my fortune,” he said, 
“to be In the casino on a Sunday night 
in 1899 when a French nobleman bear 
ing a historic name entered the room 
with a fancy to play on No. 8 He 
was followed by a valet who was 
marked ‘pugilist’ from hend to heel 
and carried a cash box which proved 
to be full of 1,000 frane notes. ‘Nu 
mero huit,’ said M. le Due, ‘et maxi 
mum par tout.’ He was known, and 
his challenge was accepted before the 
eash box was opened. No. 8 turned 
up three times running. M. le Due 
hetted three times seventeen times 
6,000 francs In about three minutes, 
and the bank was closed. What 
brought his historic dukeship there in

was rapldly losing It back by the same 
system when he had sense enough to 
quit the game. He got away with 
considerably more than — 1,000,000 
francs.

Our last lesson in regular Old Testa 
ment studies was in December, 1908, 
and in connection with the dedication 
of the temple, and we asked special 
attention to the fact that the desire of 
the Lord was that through Israel and 
the temple all the people of the earth 
might know the Lord as the only God 
and put their trust in Him (1 Kings vill, 
43-60) It is the eternal purpose of 
God that all nations shall yet know 
Him through Israel and worship Him 
(Jer, iff, 17), and this was foreshad 
owed in the days of Solomon, when not 
only the queen of Sheba, but all the 
earth, sought to hear the wisdom of 
God through Solomon and brought Him | 
gifts (I Kings x, 1, 10, 24, 25). There 
was another foreshadowing when the 
Wise men from the Kast brought their 
treasures to Jesus as an infant and 
worshiped Him as the King of the 


Jews (Matt, il, 1, 2, 17). 


Perhaps the deceitfulness and des 
perate wickedness of the heart were 
hever more manifest than In Solomon, 
of whom it is written: “There was no 
king like him who was beloved of his 
God. * * * Nevertheless even him 
did outlandish women cause to sin" 
(Neh, xill, 26). Tlis wives turned away 
his heart after their gods, and there 
fore all the kingdom was taken from 
him exeept the tribes of Judah and 
SenjJamin (1 Kings xi, 9-13), for Jeru- 
salem’s sake, the elty which He hath 
chosen, and for the sake of David, Ilis 


chosen servant 


Canon Fausset thinks that the Song 
of Solomon represents his first love to 
Jehovah tn youth, Proverbs his ma- 
tured experience in middle age and 
Keclesiastes the sad retrospect of old 
age, the latter giving probable evi- 
dence of his repentance, As to his son 
and successor, it may be that Solomon 
had him in mind when he wrote, “Who 
knoweth whether the man that shall 
be after me shall be a wise man or a 
fool?
